The entire wood pulp and print pa¬ 
per schedules were agreed to by the 
Senate yesterday with amendments a* 
proposed by Senator Brown The wood 
pulp amendment provides for the tr«e 
admission of mechanically ground pulp, 
with a provision that where any coun¬ 
try is found discriminating againtd the 
United States the President shall have 
the power to levy a duty of ono-twclfth 
of a cent per pbund. On ohemicai wood 
pulp there is to he a duly of one-sixth 
of a cent if unbleached and one-fourth 
of a cent if bleached. In ca^e of dis¬ 
crimination the duty in each case shall 
be doubled. 

J. Plerpont Morgan returned to Lon¬ 
don yesterday after having been only 
twelve hours In Pari*. The negotia¬ 
tions to effect the listing of the com¬ 
mon shares of the United States Steel 
Corporation on the Paris Bourse are 
continuing, but there was no indication 
to-day when a final decision will be 
reached.

who answered fully the description of 
Eastman The man secured $200 on 
the two diamond rings and an Orien¬ 
tal pearl brooch. Two hundred dol¬ 
lars which Mrs. Woodlil hod In her 
porteasjon when she left her foster- 
father's home lost week Is missing 
E&f«tman repaid a loan last week of 
3200 and when he returned here from 
Baltimore on Tuesday night he seemed 

plentifully supplied with money.

Foreman Radclifft* of the Chront ri*

dare take the chance of a trial and 
had decided to "draw the curtain for¬ 
ever." 

While many others were as deeply 
Impressed as the Jury foreman, the 
searching Investigations of the authori¬ 
ties fail to substantiate any of East- 
man's claims. The State’s Attorney 
and the members of the Coroner's Jury 
continue to withhold the contents of 
the two letters found upon Eastman 
after his spectacular suicide In the lit¬ 
tle skiff In which he had hoped to elude 
for a time at least the clutches of hln 
pursuers. They declare #hey wish to 
exhaust every clew and to leave no 
stone unturned to And if other persons 
really were In any way connected with 
the crime.

OPINION HANDED DOWN IN THE 
CASE OF AN INDIANA 
SALOONKEEPER. 


Goshen. Ipd.. June 36.—In an exhaus¬ 
tive ruling made on the question 
whether Wlllloro R. Fleldeke. a Goshen 
saloon keeper, who took out his license 
In November. 1903, after the county 
local option law had been passed and 
hefore it wbs promulgated by Gov. 
Hanly. had the right * run until his 
lime expired. Judge Dodge created a 
sensation by virtually deciding that the 
entire local option lavv in Indiana Is un¬ 
constitutional. 

It was expected the only question to 
come up would be whether Fieldcke 
should have gone out under the ninety- 
day clause in accordance with Attorney 
General Bmgnam's expressed opinion 
that the law becams effective on the 
date of passage, o^ whether he had the 
right to continue on the ground that 
the law was not effective until the date 
U was promulgated by the Governor. 

State Senator Proctor, who appeared 
for Fleldeke. argued the whole act was 
unconstitutional, ano was sustained by 
the court.' 

Ex-Senator Vail, who also appeared 
for Fleldeke. contended the law, If ef¬ 
fective, did not become so until the day 
It was promulgated by the Governor. 
In view of the court’s sweeping decision 
many liquor applications will be filed 
before the August term of the Com¬ 
missioners’ Court, despite the fact that 
Elkhart county voted "dry" March 25.

FORMER VICE PRESIDENT FAIR¬ 
BANKS TALKS OF CONDITIONS. 


Country Is Making Vast Strides In 
' Educational and Commer¬ 
cial Ways. 


Toklo. June 26.—Before leaving Seoul 
for the northern f>art of Korea to-day. 
former Vice. President Charles Warren 
Fairbanks prepared the following state¬ 
ment. giving his impression* of tho Jap- 
ajirse rule Tn Korea. He said: 

"The political, social and Industrial con¬ 
dition of Korea Is steadily Improving and 
this Improvement commenced with the es¬ 
tablishment of the Japanese protectorate. 
Much of the pAigr* hs was made under Ihe 
fsr-sighted statesmanship of Prince Ito. 
Tho regeneration of this country has 
been well started, and 1 find everywhere 
extdence of the high purpose of Jupan 
toward Korea and the Korean? Fore¬ 
most among these was the eat ihitsh- 
tnent of a Judicial system, next tho In¬ 
troduction of gocftl schools. I find that 
the Japanese are establishing excellent 
nubile medical, legal and agricultural col- 
legs*. and this means everything \o the 
people of Korea. 

•'Foreign missionaries tire now working 
In full ro-opermtfon and with the utmost 
confidence fn tho Japanese protectorate. 
The Influence of the missionaries upon 
the natives Is excellent. The Insurrec¬ 
tion has completely subsided anil rcmkI 
order has been generally established 
throughout the country The Japanese 
are devoting their energies to the devel¬ 
opment of the natural resources of Ko¬ 
rea. and In this connection I whs glad 
to find that 76 per cent- of the mineral 
products are controlled by Americana. 

**ln conclusion I will say edxicatlon and 
honestv are the prime essentials neces¬ 
sary for the complete regeneration of 
Korea, and both of these arc being used 
by the Japan*-** protectorate Japan had 
a delicate task and one that will doubt¬ 
less tax her statesmansh.p. but I have 
every reason to hope for the full success 
of her present policy."

CANDIDATES FOR THE MINISTRY OF PROT¬ 
ESTANT CHURCHES ARE ALAkMINGLY FEW 


Frequent Conferences Have Been Held In Effort To Rem¬ 
edy Existing Condition. 


There Is a most alarming lack of 
candklatna for the ministry of Prot¬ 
estant churches. This lack Is giving 
ChrVttktn leaders of America grave con¬ 
cern. Within the last few weeks, or 
•lure the theological seminaries held 
their closing exercises, .frequent con¬ 
ferences have been held, and formal ap¬ 
peals have been msdo to ministers to 
stir up public opinion In their commuiw 
ions. Those appeals point out that 
money la going to missions In foreign 
lands In fatrly liberal sums, and that 
even the dearth of men for these for¬ 
eign fields Is not os great as formerly. 
But the Protestant churches at home 
are suffering in numbers and in charac¬ 
ter for lack of men to serve them. 

The principal Protestant bodies In 
the United States' require about 2.600 
ministers a year. These aro needed to 
fill extensions and to take the places 
of those who die or resign. Changes 
fxv*m ono body to another are frequent, 
but they do not Increase the total. 
This commencement season,of the sem¬ 
inaries has seen graduated about 3.000 
men. This counts practically every¬ 
thing. When to the 600 short this year 
are added the nhortages of the past six 
or eight years. It will be ooen how des¬ 
perate the aUuatlon is. hi hardly any 
of the seminaries Is there any lnuprav*- 
ment in number* to be graduated next 
yoar. In most of them There is a fall¬ 
ing off. The- only exception is one lu»- 
df*!U>m 1 national seminary, and that Is

challenged In Its orthodoxy

Researches In College 


Researches have also Just bean com¬ 
pleted In the colleges, finding out how 
many men In them Intend to enter the 
theological seminaries. In this quarter 
there is no large hope for Improve¬ 
ment. A wry large majority of tne de¬ 
cisions to study for Holy Orders are 
made by men it* their college senior 
year*, so that U U useloss to go be¬ 
yond them. In those senior cUaso® 
there Is no ground for encouragement. 
Most of the seminaries k?M>w the pre¬ 
vious spring about how many men will 
enter the following autumn. Inquiry 
In the principal seminaries, West aa 
wall as EsuK. falls to And any coualder- 
able growth in any of them, while In 
some the outlook is decidedly discourag¬ 
ing. Money to pay expanses of deserv¬ 
ing men Is without takers 

Conditions in Groat Britain and on 
the Continent of JCurope have Just been 
looked Into. In the former, Including 
th 3 established churches In England 
and Scotland, precisely the gpme condi¬ 
tion obtain a® here. On the Continent 
men JUst from there report a ray of 
Improvement. Th* ray comes. It is 
said, in part from young men who had 
thought of studying for orders in the 
Roman Catholic Cnurch, but are chang¬ 
ing because communities are changing. 
Th»-ae caaes are not numer ous as com¬ 
pared with the whole, so th*u nowher* 
In the Protestant world does there 
seem to be tiny hut the same lack of

What Is the Trouble? 


What the trouble is with the Protest¬ 
ant ministerial outlook it Is imfcasslbl-* 
to ascertain. Within the lust week a 
dozen of the foremost Christian lead 
ers In all the world have bean Inter¬ 
viewed, and almost a dozen different 
solutions have been offered. If there 
Is any shortage in the number It is 
because some said frankly they do not 
know. There are more men than for¬ 
merly In the Bible class** of the col¬ 
leges. even In those of the academies 
at West Point and Annapolis, but the 
laymen seem to have the call. That 
Is, the notion prevails that there is a 
demand for active Christian laymen, 
who work during their ^are time from 
business or a profvssion. Religious 
bodies that have least depression are 
the Lutheran, especially the German 
bodies, the Disciples of Christ and the 
Methodist Episcopal. In bodies that 
have high and low parties there is lit¬ 
tle difference between them. The hlgik 
suffer* quite as much as the low. It 
doe® not appear to be a matter of the¬ 
ology or of dogma or of system or of 
location. Leaders in practically all 
bodies are taking up the qudkUon, re¬ 
garding it of very grave seriousness. 

American Church Union. 

The American Church Union, formed 
within the past few* month®. Is re¬ 
cruiting new members rapidly. Its pur¬ 
pose Is to maintain and defend the doc¬ 
trine. discipline and worship of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. Its in¬ 
centive I® to stop the Inroads of the 
iTotestant Episcopal element that 
would allow Twin 1 st era of other bodies 
to speak In Protestant Episcopal pul- 
pita The light on this question is 
coming up next year, and preparation 
is making for it. In some degree It 
Is also a protest against the element 
in the Protestant Episcopal Church 
that has entered into quasi-official re¬ 
lation® jvlth the new Federal Council 
the federation of Protestant bodies that 
aims at common action along many 
reform line®. 

It is reported that within the lact 
few weeks twelve bishop* have Joined 
the union, and that the membership 
Is now about 80d. equally divided be¬ 
tween clergymen nnd laymen Increase 
in membership 1* golngon. It Is claimed, 
at the rate of 300 per cent, a quarter* 
Finance* ure Improving and a secretary 
who give® most of hi* time to recruit¬ 
ing member* has boon put into rh* 
field.

De¬ 
troit. Newark. Lo* Angela* and Aus¬ 
tin, Tex. and there I* recruiting going 
on rapidly In Chicago.

Two eminent 
professors, dlsnUosed on the score of 
retrenchment, have had their friends, 
of course, and they have not been 
silent 

The threatened cutting off of tho 
university, better known, perhaps, as 
the Colamb I an, from tho advantages 
or the Carnegie Fund, ho* lend leading 
Huptlsts to call for a readjustment of 
It® Hdalriv These leaders admit tho 
soundness of the criticism on tha part 
of the fund, while declaring it to tie s 
profound pity if the Institution l>« 
forced to close It* doors. They revert 
to Um fact that It wa* established by 
Baptist father* who were imbued with 
the missionary spirit, and that It has 
meant much both to the Baptist bodies 
North and South, and to education at 
the national capital Injudicious and 
unfortunate management I® freely 
charged 

On the other hand, the proposed al 
t era lion of Brown University from a 
Baptist foundation to a non sectarian 
one doe® not produce criticism. Like 
the Washington, It is Affected hy the 
Carnegie Kurd, although no criticism cf 
It has been made by the fund manage¬ 
ment. .Baptist* say concerning Brawn 
University that it ha* grown great 
under Bapttst nourishment, and If It 
can now grow greater without sv.ch 
nourishment, they bid it Godspeed.

He aald emphatically that he hold* 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt responsible for hla 
marital unhappiness and attributes the 
death of the woman he divorced to her 
unhappy association with the young 
New York millionaire.

but, as vou have discovered my real- 
dence here I accept the opportunity to 
make a clear statement, the flrtt I have 
made publicly, about this series of un¬ 
fortunate events.

DID COOK REACH POLE ? 


ARCTIC CLUB IN NEW YORK 
THINK SO. 


Expecting Word Every Day That 
Explorer Made tbs Coveted 
Place Safely. 


New York, June 26.—Word Is ex¬ 
pected simost any day from F. A. Cook. 
Arctic explorer, who is now believed to 
bo awaiting transportation home at 
Etuh, North Greenland, and geogra¬ 
phers In the Arctlp Club here, which 
sent him North, profess the earnest be¬ 
lief that he has reached the North 
Pole. 

Reviewing the Journal he sent home 
from Cspe Hubbard last year, from 
which point he made his final dash for 
the pole, these geographers note that 
tho route he planned to take would lead 
him directly to the North Pole, provid¬ 
ing that there was not very unfavor¬ 
able ice conditions. 

Coupling this information with the 
fact that there have been more Icebergs 
floating down Into the Atlantic Ocean 
this spring and much earlier than ever 
before, the scientists believe they are 
«a:e In predicting that Dr. Cook was 
not hampered by unfavorable ice con¬ 
ditions. and that he therefore reached 
the pole. 

Dr. Cook Is believed to be now wait¬ 
ing at Etah for the arrival of a Scotch 
whaler which will bring him and his 
possibly great news back to civiliza¬ 
tion. It is possible that this news may 
grst emanate from Dundee, Scotland. 
%hleh Is the home port for inoat of the 
Scotch whalers which visit the Arctic 
seas.

While the plans of the Louisville and 
Nashville with regard U> the now hold¬ 
ing have not yet been glv«n out, U is 
said on good authority that It will be 
operated under its original name with 
JL N. Hudson as general manager It 
Is also understood that a considerable 
sum of money will be Invested in Im¬ 
provement* and the road probably ex¬ 
tended into the central portion of the 
best coal and timber seotions <*f the 
State, making It a footer in the de¬ 
velopment of Kentucky's resource*. 

The Louisville and Atlantic railroad 
he* an Interesting history. It has 
weathered ami survived many trying 
periods since It was organized It was 
first operated as a branch of tbe old 
Louisville Southern and was known a* 
the Richmond. XlchoUavIllo. Irvine and 
Beauyvlife railroad. Following Its com¬ 
pletion between Versailles and Irvine, 
the old Louisville Southern pa weed into 
the hands of a receiver appointed by 
the Federal Court In 1993, the original 
promoters losing all of their Invest¬ 
ment. In 1898. under u decree of the 
court. It was sold under the hammer to 
Adolph S<‘gxl. who, by reason of his 
clash with the officer® of the suj 
trust In the East, is now In the put 
eye. 

Scgnl declined to comply with 0h« 
port of the fl«le and thereby forfeited 
a deposit of $35,000. A resale was then 
ordered and the property was taken 
over by Louis C. Van Uxum and Thom 
as W. Syruwtt. of PhrthxdelpbJa, who 
organized the Louisville and Atlantic 
Railroad Company.

While these developments were r>ing 
on. a syndicate was formed, headed by 
the Amrdens. bankers of Versailles, 
who built a road Irum Beattyvtlie east 
to & Junction with the La&togton and 
Eastern. In July, 1900, tbe two proper¬ 
ties wore merged and J. B. Hoggin, a 
multi-millionaire of New York, wus 
taken In to flruuioe the system- Jam vs 
P Amedeo, of Veroaillaa, was elected 
president, and Judge A E. Rlciiai J*. 
of l»ubnille. became vice president. 

Following the death of the president 
and the subaequem retirement of his 
brother, John L Araadon. who succeed¬ 
ed him In 1906. Judge Richards uaa 
placed at the head. Judge Richards 
has held this office ever elrvce, but the 
operation of the road has been lntrust-1 
ed almost enftyly to R. N. Hudson.

Frankfort Says L and N. Will Tap 
Cool Fields. 

Frankfort, Ky.. June 26.—[Special.] 
—It is at last on assured fact that 
Frankfort will soon be directly connect 
ed with the coal and timber regions of 
the mountains by wav of Versailles. A 
message from Louisville this morning 
announced that the Louisville and 
Nashville had purchased the LouIbvIUo 
and Atlantic R< 

Versailles to 
that an extension of the L. & A. will 
be made at once from Versailles to 
FVaiikfort to connect with tbe I*. & N, 
here, and that the road will be operated 
With Frankfort as the headquarter* uf 
the road. 

ir 1* possible that the Kentucky 
Highlands road, which now runs from 
Frankfort to MUlville may be bought 
by the L. & N. and then It would he 
necessary to build only seven or eight 
miles to connect with Versailles, 
though It is quite likely that an inde¬ 
pendent line will be constructed from 
Frankfort to Versailles. In this con¬ 
nection it can be stated as a fact that 
engineers have already surveyed a 
route from Millville to Versailles In 
evident anticipaxiou that the Kentucky 
Highlands may be purchased by the 
L. & N. 

This Is the greatest thing that has 
happened for many years for the pros¬ 
perity of Frankfort and all her mer¬ 
chant* and citizens. The extension by 
the L. A N. would reach the richest 
coal and timber fields In the moun¬ 
tains of Eastern Kentuucky. The offi¬ 
cials of All tbe railroads here are ro¬ 
ll cent over the sale of the L. & A. and 
the proposed extension to Frankfort, 
but as President Milton H. Smith, of 
the L A N.. was here a few days ago 
conferring with President Harper, of 
the F. A O h and other officials, 
there seems to be no doubt that all 
the plans have been practically agreed 
upon. 

Ths project will be encouraged In 
every possible way by the Business 
Men’s Club and by all who are inter¬ 
ested in the welfare of the city. The 
slogan of Frankfort now Is—Make It 
a city of 40.000 people.

For certainly 
Beveridge stock has been soaring high 
In Indiana for several weeks, and be 
Aiul his friends have become Imbuwl 
With the idea that he is about as big 
a Republican as ever crossed the Alle¬ 
ghenies 

Representative Charles Korbley. of 
the Seventh district (Indianapolis), 
rather set the Hoosier natives thinking 
the other day when In this city by call¬ 
ing attention to what Beveridge has 
getuaily done In the controversy, under 
way down at Washington. According 
to Korbley, Beveridge hasn't made 
much* stir about the increase Id tariff 
duties except 14 the matter 0 / Iron ore, 
lumber, bides, pineapples, and tobacco. 
Of course. It l* a pretty big thing for a 
Bcnator to stand up and light Aldrich 
and htv crowd on these live matters, 
according to the wageearner and the 
manufacturer, but here all Hooslerdoom

visionist who was attempting to sweep 
everything off the high shelf and to 
erect a protecting wall about Um work¬ 
ingman’s breakfast table, instead of 
building such a wall about the factory 
Of the fowl producer who supplied the 
eatable* for the table, and for Korbley 
all at once to show that Beveridge In¬ 
stead of being a real revisionist, hod 
continued to be a pretty good Republi¬ 
can as protection Republicans go left 
little less than a shock A fur recover¬ 
ing from the shock, a large number of 
voters began casting about to see what 
Eteverldgo had actually done to arouae 
all the noise he has mode, and when 
they found that his activities Had been 
largely directed In the directions out¬ 
lined by Korbley, they took a long 
bri^ath and ceased throwing bouquets 
and shouting acclaims.

Record Contrasted With Bailey’s. 

However. Korbley was not attacking 
Beveridge so much os he was defend¬ 
ing Bailey, of Texas, who has suffered 
* undry Jaba because he appeared in de¬ 
fense of a high protective tariff on 
hides, coal, etc. According to Korbley, 
who has studied the situation pretty 
closely, Bailey has merely mads a mis¬ 
take In these few items, whereas, he 
has been faithful to the Democratic 
principles of tariff fpr revenue only In 
hundreds of instances where Beveridge 
has sat Idly by and let AMrlch and ms 
crowd have their own way According 
to Korbley, there aro things in the 
tariff bill other than lumber, and hides, 
and the like, which are almost as 
valuable to the masses ns oro these 
articles, and Ballsy, according to his 
view, has proven a pretty faithful fol¬ 
lower except In these Instances. It 
pounded like less majeste for Koberley 
to return to Indiana and talk that way 
about Brvsridgc and Bailey, but he got 
away with It. and has left a considera¬ 
ble number of the rank and file won¬ 
dering if he hadn’t slated ihe situation 
bp pretty carefully and had arrived 
more or less closely to the truth.

Strike May Affect Durbin. 


Laporie. Ind. June 2 *—Henry M Dow¬ 
ling. of the Indiana Railroad Commission, 
which has Just completed an investigation 
here of the South Shore wreck st Ches¬ 
terton. In which twelve persons lost 
their lives and forty were injured, dis¬ 
cussed to-day one of the features brought 
out by the investigation, though he de¬ 
clined to give any Intimation of what the 
probable verdict of the commission would 
be. ”Tho east bound car In the wreck.”

from the automobile races, was of an old 
type built wholly of wood. Th* westbound 
cor, of a later type, had running through 
it five 1 beams, each about nine Incnes 
in height and seventy-two feet long. 
These wars used for support for the floor. 
This car was virtually standing still 
when the crash came. The Impact wst so 

? r*at that tho floor was tom from those 
earns end the ends were sharply curved, 
he beams then became the real engine* 
of death and were rammed through the 
heavily-loaded excursion car like five 
great Iron fingers. They killed ten of the 
twelve p)ixscngers who met death In tbs 
eastbound car. None was killed and none 
seriously Injured In the westbound car."

Albert Right Learns of Her 
Daughter^ Murder. 

Lewiston. Idaho, June 26.—Mra. Al¬ 
bert Klght, mother of Mrs Edith May 
Woodlll. was found la^t night by a rep¬ 
resentative of the Associated Press at 
her home at ^vchaita. a settlement In 
the mountains forty mi lea up the Clear¬ 
water river from this city. The news 
of her daughter's murder had not 
reached the secluded home of the 
mother and it was broken by the rep¬ 
resentative of the press. As soon as 
she recovered herself Mrs. Klght re¬ 
lated the story of her daughter’s adop 
tlon by Charles H Thompson in Min¬ 
neapolis in October, 1890. 

Reparation of the mother and In¬ 
fant daughter was the result of the 
murder of the husband and father 
when little Anna Pearl Wlrtx was less 
than a year old. The family at that 
ilm«« was living on Corn** Creek, mne 
mllus above Asotin. The father was 
shot by Henry Grayson In a dispute 
avor wages. 

"AIu*r my drughter was adopted by 
Mrs rhomrtS'-n her name was changed 
to Edith May Thompson."

DEMURRER OF FINANCIAL IN¬ 
STITUTIONS OVERRULED. 


OTHER SUITS WILL FOLLOW. 


Danville, Ky., June 26.—[Special.]—| 
Judge Emiuet Puryear, County Judgx 
of Boyle, this morning handed an I 
opinion in the case of the county of 
Boyle against the three national banks 
of Danville. The action was for the 
collection of taxes from the bunks on 
property omitted from assessment in 
1906. The issue made by the demurrer 
of the defendants was as to whether 
the taxes for 1006 should be assessed 
under the act of 1906 or that of 3^04. 
If assessed under the act of 1006 the 
banka would bo required to Ust their 
Government bonds, while under Lbe act 
of 1904 these bonds are exempt from 
taxation. 

Tha Judge overruled tho demurrer ol 
thv defendants. The opinion in part is 
as follow#: 

'll is field by Judge Carroll in the 
majority* opinion of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals that it was the Intention of the 
Kentucky Legislature that qational 
banks should be assessed under the act 
of 1906 for the year of 1906, and that 
tho purpose of the act was to remedy 
an Inequality In the assessment of taxes 
of Slat© and national banks, which was 
held to exist under the act of 1904, and 
the majority opinion of the Court of 
Appeals holding thul the act of 1906 
permitted the taxation for State pur¬ 
poses of national batiks under It for 
that year wa.s followed and upheld by 
Judge Lurton In the United States 
Court of Appeals. 

"It U hnpcMMiblo for me to conceive 
that if tho legislative intent was to 
remedy an inequality m the snuint 
of State taxes. It did not intend to 
remedy die wune inequality In the as¬ 
sessment of county taxes. 

"It is argued by the oounsd for the 
defense that the majority opinion ex- 
preaaly say* that it is not concerned, 
In the case then before the court. In the 
assessment and collection of county or 
city taxes, and. therefore, it Is not au¬ 
thority to be followed In this case; but 
the fact remains that while th© ma¬ 
jority opinion refuses to discuss the 
argument advanced as to county taxes 
and to decide the application of the 
act of 1906 thereto because that ques¬ 
tion was not then before the court. 
Jt nevertheless declares th© purpose of 
the act and the legislatlw© Intention 
in Its pai»sage. and It meets every argu¬ 
ment of weight presented against the 
assessment being made under the 1906 
act for either State or county purpose* 

"If this decision Is conclusive 
against Courts, as jealous of the rights 
of federal corporations as are the Fed¬ 
eral Courts. It Is certainly conclusive 
ns against this court. To disregard It 
in making these assessmerns Is to over¬ 
throw Its reasoning along parallel lines 
and give to the act of 1906 an intention 
contrary to what the Court of Appeals 
declare# that intention to be I there 
fore overrule the demurrer filed by the 
defense." 

Th© legal point involved in this issue 
Is very important as that many coun¬ 
ties will file suits Involving the same 
question.

LEAD PENCILS 


Their Maruaclure Not So 
f imple As Many Think. 


BELT MATERIALS FROM CEY¬ 
LON, AUSTRIA AND FLORIDA. 


GRAPHITE MIXED WITH CLAY 
TO GET HARDNESS 


SOME WOODS HANO POLISHED 


A lump of graphite from Ceylon, a 
handful of cley from Austria, a few 
Hicks of aoft red cedar from Florida, 
properly worked together by special 
machinery and skilled labor, produce th-* 
It ad pencil of common use Just why 
nr when these "writIn* sticks" cumo to 
be called "lead" pencils is not on in* 
record; at least, there is no lead In the.n, 
The prltiulpal Ingredient is a mineral 
called graphite. sold to be a format.on 
similar to anthracite coal, containing n 
large per cent, of carbon in which Is 
mixed it little Iron and aniid. Graphite 
found In Ceylon Is almost pore carbon 
<9s.5& per cent. I. and is considered to hu 
the very best t obtainable for lead pencils. 
Gpod graphite Is also found In Germany 
and In various parts of the Cnited Staler,, 
but the coat of refining the home product 
Is so great that w-n- tl makers pitfer to 
use the Imported material Instead, 
Taken alone, graphite U too soft to he 
worked Into pencil "leads." To bring It 
to the right dearie of hardness a peculiar 
quality of clay, found only In Austria, 
Is used, says the Washington Star. For 
soft pencils equal quant ties of graphite 
and clay are used, and to obtain the 
harder grade mote clay is added to the 
graphite. Heft:re these substances ran 
be used they must bo refined. They are 
separately ground Into fine powder and 
ail the Impurities extracted, after which 
they are mixed together In the rl^hl pro¬ 
portions in big revolving drums, with 
sufl1c;cnt water to make a thick pa*t«. 
This paste Is put In powerful hydraulic 

f trehscs which squeeze out the water, 
saving the "lead" In about the tonsls- 
teitoy of stiff putty. In this condition 
the mixture Is ready to be shaped Into 
pencil "leads." 

This process Is performed by forcing 
the mass of graphite and clay ih.ro tig ha 
"ole," which is Just The diameter of the 
required "lead." A very hard substance 
called "sapphire" Is used In making the 
"die," which la set In the bottom of a 
strong pud cylinder about 18 inches long 
and six or eight Inches In diametei, with 
walls more than an inch thick. The ml- 
(trial Is first packed Into the cylinder 
by hand and then put under a hydraulic 
press, a plunger pressing the puity-Ilk* 
mass through the die at the bottom, 
from which. It colls In a long pliable rod 
In a box under the press. 

When the contents of the cylinder have 
been pressed through the die the box full 
of nicely colled pencil "lyad" Is passed 
to a gtrf. who g md.nlly uncoils ft as she 
breaks It Into lengths of shout two feet 
on a wooden tmy Another girl takts this 
tray when It Is filled and cuts the lead 
Into pencil lengths, which are next packed 
on end In crucibles of fire oUy and baked 
In ovens at a very high temperature. This 
completes the "lead" making process, for 
when the little slicks of graphite have 
been sumclenUy bakrd they Are ready to 
be placed in the wood.

Red Cedar Best Wood. 

The soft red cedar of the South baa 
beep found to be the very best wood In 
the world for making leud pencils Much 
of this comes from Florida, where the 
sawmills out the lofs Into uniform Hate 
a little longer than a pencil, as wldo as 
six and Just a trifle mure than half as 
thick os one. Thr slight margin provides 
for the waste in making, Tpon reaching 
the pencil factory the bundles of slats are 
broken open and very carefully sorted for 
Imperfections. Thugs that are *|mt or 
contain knots, or that show other faults, 
which would pravtqt thorn from making 
good pencils are discarded from the ptncil 
stock and are used for penholders, Which 
do wot require frequent sharpening 
The good pencil stock In next taken to 
big drying kilns, where It remains till all 
the moisture and the oil which abounds In 
red cedar Is extracted Hio process of 
manufacture now begins with planing and 
grooving the slats on one elde for the re¬ 
ception of the leads In a big psne fac¬ 
tory there are a number of these planing 
machines Into which the cedar stats ate 
fed automatically, and from which they 
some In a steady stream all nicely aur- 
facsd with six little grooves on one aide. 
From these machines the slats are taken 
Xo the long benches or tables, where 
quick-Angered girls insert the leads and 
glue the slats together In the middle of 
these long benches runt a belt covered 
with glue, on which one set of slats re¬ 
vive the glue. With a Utile 
glued slats before her and a bunch or 
pencil "leads" In lift right hand, one girl 
with a quick motion Alls the six grooves 
r. ihuiid p.»« It on to <h« nest «lri. 
Who takes a glued slat off the belt sad 
fits It on top of the piece lu which the 
leads ' have been plurod, Th>*e are pl.ei 
In presses ami damped tightly ^together 
till the glue becomes dry or "set.

MOTOR RAILROAD CAR. 


[Mtgkland. Kan., special to Kanaag City 
Btsrl 

A new motor car made of steel plates 
riveted together and shaped like a ship, 
pith a sharp bow* and a rounded stern, 
Jss begun making regular trips between 
Vkrhland and 6t. Joseph. The car, which 
jerries flfty-sla passengers, will leave 
Jllghlgnd each morning and return each 
afternoon, stopping at all road crossings 
where passengers wish to get on or off. 
The car Is run by a gasoline motor. It 
has made seventy miles an hour on ex¬ 
perimental trips, and a car exactly like It 
went from Omaha to Denver, a distance 
of 6ft miles. In sixteen hours. 

Last week this ear made its Initial trip 
from Highland to St. Joseph with a -com¬ 
pany of business men of towns along the 
route who were guests of the Hi. Joseph 
and. Grand Island Railway.

No ona icerns to know Just when the 
"lead" pencil first cams into use The 
ancient Greeks and Hoinans used a "sty¬ 
lus"—a hard wood or metal point—with 
which tliev wrots on wax tablets W h*»n 
lend <the metal) was discovered, strips of 
this were used, but It was ton hard for 
practical purposes The first mine of 
graphite was discovered In England about 
the lime of Queen Elizabeth The product 
was so pure that it could be cut Into 
convenient chunke and used for writing 
purposes. Then someone hit upon the 
Idea of cutting It into stripe and encasing 
them In wood. But ths supply of pure 
graphite toon baosmt exhausted and 
then the beginning of the present pro- 
rt-sset were developed.

That graft I* by no means a product 
of moderi«*clvlllxatlon is domostraied by 
a recently-acquired exhibit at Die Uni¬ 
versity Museum of Science and Art It 
consists of a piece of putty colored to ro- 
somble the precious mineral lapis lazuli. 
The Babylonian characters Inscribed on 
the face of the ImltAtion stone revent the 
fact that it was mnd# 1400 years H C 
by a lspidlst for one of his wealthy pa¬ 
trons who wished to mak«* a costly pres¬ 
ent to the "Great God Knit!" In his tem¬ 
ple at Nippur, The inscription convey* 
the worshiper’s gratitude to his household 
God for the peace and proaperlty that 
rolgned In his home, ending with the 
words. "This costly stone is but a slight 
token of my loyalty and obedience." It 
explained by the curator at the museum 
that such a large piece of lapis lazuli 
would have been almost priceless, and tho 
devout subject, doubtless, paid a very- 
high figure far It The Ingenious stone¬ 
cutter. however, was a grafter who would 
have far outshone his latter-day imi¬ 
tators. The ,putty could not have been 
worth more than a nickel The tm. 1 stone 
would have been valued at maify thou¬ 
sands. The ultramarine coloring which 
deceived both the god and his worshiper 
represented the ezpencllture of uot more 
than s penny _

When an acre of I 
bananas yields $35 worth of fruit ft year 
the «»wn«-r makes a profit of 60 per cent., 
which Is consider d a good return on 
an Investment even In Panama. When 
a planter cut* 240 hunches of bananas 
from one acre In a year it Is considered 
un enormous cutting. 

"Tb*- problt-ru of g« ttlng good libor* 
era In South America 1* not as groat as 
one would think. The Jamaica negro, 
who »* worthies* at any kind of work, 
seems to have been born to be a ba¬ 
nana picker.

ENGLISH GRASS IN KANSAS. 

(Kansas City Times.! 

Meadow fescue, or English bhiegraas. la 
the subject of a farmers’ bulletin Just is¬ 
sued by tho Bureau of Plant Industry of 
ths Fhlted States Department of Agri¬ 
culture. The bulletin la of interest «a 
allowing that Gardiner township, In Jahn- 
aon county. Kansas. Is the home of ths 
meadow fescue soed Industry In this part 
of ths^ountry. In this district the cul¬ 
ture has superseded that of alfalfa, and 
with a yield of fifteen bushels of ssed 
to ths acre l» shown to be mors profitable 
even than wheat. Ths acreage of th« 
grass, hhw’cver. t« decreasing, owing to a 
lalling off in the pries of ths seed and 
the recent trouble with rust. 

The culture in Gardlnsr township be¬ 
gun In 1877. 8. H. Ayers was Its orig¬ 

inator The grass Is perennial, and a 
meadow once seeded furnishes permanent 
pasturage, besides producing regular hay 
< rupa. Ths record production of seed in 
Kansas was In I9ft3. when 130 carloads of 
30.900 pound* each vf^re marketed. Prices 
that year ranged from 3 to 5 cent* 
a pound. For pasture meadow fescue ha* 


proven more successful when mixed with 
timothy, alfalfa or red clover. As a ro¬ 
tative crop It* value bun been demon¬ 
strated by experiment* made on n farm 
pear Wollaviile, Kan., where ths owner 
found that It* effect on corn wo* nearly 
equal to that of clover. He planted 
meadow fescue three years, followed U 
by tw*o years of corn and then one year 
of small grain. The results, according 
to the bulletin, were highly satisfactory.

Vast benefit to the unfortunates sent 
to the ^Southern California Hospital at 
Fatton is expected to follow the installa¬ 
tion there of oqulptncnt for the hydro¬ 
pathic treatment of patients—the "water 
cure." The contract probably Will be let 
for the construction of a $37,000 building, 
(n which this system will have Its first 
trial In & public Institution in California. 

In the receiving cottage there will he 
accommodations for forty patients on the 
first floor, which will be fitted with bath 
and operating rooms, with a private room 
for each patlent v The building will bo 
two stories high in the center with 
rooms on the second floor for nurses and 
attendants.

Btigudler Genera! Henry Liter 
Glltner was the best-known officer the 
river tier of counties near Han^vrr 
College furnished to the Confederacy. 
Mr. Glltner was a native of Carroll 
county, whose home was In Hunter’s 
Bottoms. He uttended Ilanover Col- 
lego as a student In 1832. Evidently 
Henry Olltner was a rare man. He 
wa* one of three Individual* to recruit 
and organise the Fourth Kentucky 
Cavalry while the part of the ' ountry 
operated In wa* under F<*Jeral «K.cupw 
t!on. For a long time be was a red!- 
ment&l and brigade com:> andoa <md-c 
tho famous Confadenuo, G^n John H 
Morgan At the time Gen. Morgan was 
killed. Gen. Glltner had his brigade 
drawn up Impatiently a a ailing order* 
to advance, but. aJas. the brain of 
"the Wizard of the Saddle” was stilled 
In death and the members of his stsflf 
were either killed or captured G^n. 
Glltner. upon Ihla occasion, was tb • 
officer to send In a flog of true * 1 find 
demand and received the body of the 
fallen chief At the beginning of the 
war. Mr. Glltner was 33 year* of age. 
George Da I In* Mosgrove. In hi* “Ken¬ 
tucky Cavaliers In DixiV writes of 
Mm: "Cool, collected. V> ohi'ely lm 
pervious to excitement, he was a mnn 
of d&untleas bravery and woniorful 
fortitude." Ca^t Edward O. Gu«rrant. 
hH Adjutant General, write* ivs follow*; 
"I n*Ver knew Henry Glltner to do a 
mean thins; I never knew him to speak 
a taise word; I never knew him to com¬ 
promise the dignity or character af a 
gentleman. He was always the wise, 
cool, eelf-poleed, courageous man. 1 
never knew him flurried, and I do not 
remember that I ever saw him amrrv 
durlrffe nearly four years of war. HI* 
genilencH* and moderation was prover 
Mai ” 

Col. Bennett H. Young, of Louisville, 
writes to me of him a* follows 

"Glltner’s history Is well-known. H* 
had charge of a raglment; wa* pro¬ 
moted to Major General: rendered dis¬ 
tinguished fcrrvjce, and \vo* considered 
one of the most dashing and gallant 
men In the Confederate army.” 

This I* a different rurrlrniturc of 
Morgan’* men from thAt which Ailed 
the popular mind In Indiana in 1802. 
Doubtless. If time permitted Investiga¬ 
tion Into the military records of oth*T 
Hanover men who wore the gray. It 
^nuld be equally profitable in disclos¬ 
ing heroic records ennobled by gener¬ 
ous and chivnlrous actions. 

In efforts to secure a photograph of

Presidential Vot* 

The only new# of the 3fay which this 
issue of the Gleaner contains wo* 
the announcement of the vote coat re¬ 
spectively for Taylor and Can* the 
rival candidates for president at the 
election In November, so far as these 
returns had liwn received up to the* 
date of publication, January 1. The 
full and official vote from several of 
the States had not been received, but 
th$ Gleaner states "enough Is known 
to enable. u» to state with certfUnty 
the result of the late contest." The 
table of States which followed showed 
Taylor had ctcelved 163 electoral votes 
and Cass 1*7. The full official vote 
of Kentucky by counties was pubilshod, 
the statement of the vote of tho State 
bHng eigfled by Orlando Brown, Sec¬ 
retary of State, who conclude# his re¬ 
port as follows: 

"1 do further certify that no return# 
were received from either of the coun¬ 
ties of P«*rry or Letcbor." The Glean¬ 
er. however, announces the votes of 
thew two counties, although they were 
received too late to be officially counted 

The city of Louisville cast 2«f36 votes 
for Taylor and 2.020 for Cass. Jeffer¬ 
son county 1.161 for Taylor and *J?0 
for Cos* Fayette county ca^t 1,641 
for Taylor and 781 for Goss. The vote 
Tor Congressmen In each of the ten 
congressional districts of the State is 
also given. Louisville and Joffer#un 
county were then In the Seventh con- 
gresslonal district, which also com- 
Trimble, Carroll. Shelby 
and Oldham countie* and th« congres- 
CAadldate# were Dungan 
CWhlgland Merrlwether (Democrat). 
Duncan"t>«lng elected by 276 majority 
Fayette county was then In the Eighth 
district with Woodford. Bourbon. Scott, 
Franklin, Jeseamtne ami Owen coun 
tie* and the congressional candidate* 
were Morehe.d (Whig). Mar.-h.ll 
(Democrat) and Trabue (North Amer- 
lean). Morehettd’a majority over Mar¬ 
shall was 1,811 and over Trabue 1.205. 

The Gleaner also publishes for com¬ 
parison the vot* for Governor In th* 
at w ^ich Crittenden 
‘Hhlgl and Powell (Democrat) were 
the^ nppoalnir candidates. Taylor car¬ 
ried ev*ry aistrirf In the State except 
the First. In which Cass* majority was 
1.193. Crittenden carried all of the* dis¬ 
tricts except the FW. Ninth and 
Tenth, which Powell crirTb*d by ma¬ 
jorities respectively of 2.169. D7 and 575. 
Taylor # total majority in the State for

above all things, a party which can 
dare to criticise, dare to ask for con¬ 
trol. without incurring the reproach 
either of lese majesto or of lust for of¬ 
fice.

It ts not healthy 
there to hold independent opinion*; It 
Is not discreet to have Ideas; It is 
dangerous to be original; and thus, for 
fifty years past, modem Germany has 
gone on conquering and digesting, but It 
has quit producing the men who mould 
the opinions of the world.

But sixty years since when the 
exodus began things were different.

These men, who hud given up more 
than nationality, who had sacrificed | 
more than home, who'had surrendered 
the Oerman's dealest possession, the 
Vaterland. with Its legends and its 
dreams and its Ideals, for a West that 
was unkempt, uncongenial and un¬ 
sympathetic. become of the bona and 
sinew of the land which they adopted.

City Life and Country Life. 

John Burroughs, tho naturalist. In an 
JriCervlttw Ul Chicago sounds the pnaltww 
of rural life In a way that is calculated 
to make urban resident* yearn for 
shady trees and babbling brooks.. Mr 
Burroughs, who Is 72 yearn old. declares 
that ho ho* unjoyed every year of his 
living and Unilt “the scan is not yet 
gone." He ha© spent the greater part 
of his llfo Oil a farm. The only thing, 
he thinks, that koeps people in the city 
is that they can make money there. 
That, he asserts, is all that a city la 
good to r. “and If people think that 
money can make them happy or pur¬ 
chase them contentment they are sadly 
jUMatoo." 

Of his own experience in city and 
country Mr. Burroughs says. 

In order really to return to tho great 
elemental sanities’ on# must go with the 
right attitude of spirit, and that attitude 
is simplicity. I was a clerk In the treas¬ 
ury when a young man and fur ten years 
lived under proteat In the city. Then 1 
bought a small farm and went thore to 
live, and I have been there ever since. It 
does not toko much money to live in the 
country. Money Is good to buy books and 
pictures with, but It ts not needed for much 
else. One can live in the country, if his 
mind Is right, and enjoy the boat of book*, 
the beat of people, the best of life and 
never bo troubled about his bank account. 

I have never had much money, but 1 
have enjoyed the things at hand. I have 
becumo so familiar with the* face of na¬ 
ture that It is :ts the face of sji old frlend/i 
and I know and love It in every mood. 
My years have been full of Joy, but they 
have been years of simplicity and 
economy. I have never sated myself with 
anything and the bloom Is still on life. 

I enjoy traveling and seeing people as 
much as i ever did, and the Joy of the 
out of doors Is still unspoiled." 

This Is si: very cheerful philosophy 
and contains In It much of truth, but 
the simple life does not appeal to every¬ 
th© In the earn* way. Existence in ru¬ 
ral communities undoubtedly has its 
charms. It also has its uruleairable 
features, some of which, for Instance, 
nave been very* forcibly portrayed by 
H&mHn Garland in his stories of the 
Northwest. Mr. Garland may have 
been over-realistic In his treatment of 
the subject, while Mr Burroughs Is de¬ 
cidedly too Idealistic- Somewhere be¬ 
tween their respective points of view 
lies the golden mean of conditions as 
they really exist. 

Wo cannot oil be dwellers In the 
country Somebody has to keep the 
wheels of commerce moving. Some 
persons, and a good many of them, 
must of necessity concern themselves 
with the practical things of fife. If 
everybody went to chasing butterflies 
there would speedily be a famine tai 
nation's larder. There Is work to 
be done, heaps of It, hard and un¬ 
remitting. It cannot be accomplished 
through idle dalliance in peach orchards 
or In rose-embowured lanca More than 
that, it Is not given to every man to 
appreciate the distinguishing points of 
a new variety of bug or to take any 
abiding Interest In the manners ana 
customs of the animal world. While 
Mr. Burroughs may enjoy holding In¬ 
quests on Insects and making dtffer- 
enrtlativ* analyses of ephemeral legs and 
wings and antennae, the overwhelming 
majority of his fellow citizens find In 
such avocations neither edification nor 
amusement. « 

The old saying. “Every man to his 
trad*/' is one that is peculiarly appli 
cable to 9 discussion of this character. 
If one who resides In a city be rea¬ 
sonably satisfied with his occupation 
and his environments it Is na< a sensible 
thing to rush to the country* in an 
Idyllic hunt for happiness. The man 
who Is doing well in rural vocations 
should debate the question long and 
seriously In hi* mind before taking up 
hla abode In the city. In either case 
It Is a good Idea to “let well enough 
alone." It has been truthfully said 
that there Is no royal rood to happi¬ 
ness. It may also be said that no one 
can write a prescription that will in¬ 
sure another's happiness. Those who 
ljte contentedly In whatever sphere are 
to be congratulated, but the fact that 
they are contented supplies no assur¬ 
ance that others would be in a similar 
state of mind under, like surroundings.

AM glad Div Landrum has told 
us that Joel Chandler Harris 
was a freckle-faced boy.** 
This was the opening remark 
of the Rev. T. M. Hawes at the recent 
gathering In Louisville, at which the 
first local Uncle Remus Club was or¬ 
ganized Dr. Hawes, the Rev. W. W. 
Landrum and Miss Nannie Leo Prayser 
were present by request to tell tho lit¬ 
tle ones something of the creator of 
“Brer Rabbit," ’’Brer Fox" and other 
favorites. 

Following his rather unusual opening 
statement. Dr. Hawes spoke of his own 
freckk-tortured boyhood, when his 
schoolmates made life miserable by 
teasing him about the little yellow 
spots and attempting to count theml 
One small girl—apparently more sym¬ 
pathetic than the rest—assured him, he 
said. Unit all his freckles would dis¬ 
appear If he would rise very early on 
tho first, the second and the third of 
April and bathe his face In the shining 
morning dew. 

Naturally—despite his aversion to 
early rising- he did as he was ad vised 
and naturally It mode no Impression 
on the freckles. Then he sought out 
his little friend and accused her of 
having fooled him. 

~Why. of course/* she Laughed. •Don’t 
you know the first of April Ls tho time 
to fool people7** 

With this happy Introduction Dr. 
Hawes got Into Immediate and most 
sympathetic contact with his hearers 
and presently had them In a perfect 
gale of merriment with some of the 
tales wherein the astute and very de¬ 
ceitful "Brer Rabbit** shows his su¬ 
periority over the other "croettra.'*

The Universal Tribute. 


The spontaneous tribute of laughtei 
was euch as ls paid Uncle Remus 
wherever he ls known—which la all 
over tho English-speaking world. 

It was Mr. Harris' ambition—born of 
Ms own unhappy and disappointed 
childhood—to do those things for the 
little ones which should realise for him 
the title of "The Children's Friend/* As 
•The Children’s Friend/* he ls known 
to-day. How many tlgy boys or girls 
have scrambled upon his knee and. with 
little heads against the welcoming 
breast, listened to the marvelous tales 
of animal land to the accompaniment 
of the loving heart’s beat! 

With children he was always at ease 
and speech flowed copiously, but with 
grown-ups, no matter haw fond of them 
ne was, his timidity mads him uncom¬ 
fortable and speechless. 

Dr. Landrum—who was a close 
friend of Mr. Harris—spoke of a visit 
the author made to Mr. Roosevelt when, 
the latter was at home In the White 
House, and Intimated that through his 
several days' stay. Uncle Remus, like 
his wonderful 'Tar Baby/* spent the 
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time "sayln* nothin*," which put the 
burden of the conversation entirely 
upon the President. 

This mention of Mr. Harris* timidity 
recalls a tale we had recently from 
an authentic source. 

It seems that not a great while be¬ 
fore Uncle Remus passed away he ac¬ 
cepted an invitation to have his birth¬ 
day dinner at the club with two nr 
three congenial spirits. But when he 
entered the dining hall, lol a hun¬ 
dred guests had been bidden to do him 
honor. 

Presently, when he \ai called upon 
for a speech, he modesty assured the 
company that he was unable to talk 
Without* notes and was excused that 
he might procure paper and pencil to 
make these. 

After a while—quite a while—they 
sent to remind him of their desire for 


that speech—but tbs bird had flown— 
had stolen away to the quiet of "Snap 
Bean Farm"—to the comfort of ‘The 
Wren'a Nest," where they left him un¬ 
disturbed 

Although Mr. Harris was thus re¬ 
luctant of speech with adults he wrote 
to them with an ease and a grace not 
surpassed even by Uncle Remus In his 
wonderful stories to Miss Sally’s little 
boy. 

In Introducing "The Legends of the 
Old Plantation" the author speaks of 
their having originally appeared In tho 
columns of the Atlanta Constitution, 
where "they attracted the attention of 
various gentlemen who were kind 
enough to suggest that they would be 
valuable contributions to myth-Jltera- 
ture." 

With respect to the series he writes: 
"My purpose has been to preserve the 


legends themselves In their original 
simplicity, and to wed them perma¬ 
nently to the quaint dialect, through 
the medium of which they have be¬ 
come a part of the domestic history of 
every Southern family, and I have en¬ 
deavored to give to the whole a gen¬ 
uine flavor of tho old plantation. 

"Each legend has its variants, but 
In every instance I have retained thar 
particular version which seemed to me 
to be the most characteristic, and have 
given It without embellishment and 
witlhout exaggeration." 

• • • 

Some Similar Legend*. 


A most Interesting thing In connec¬ 
tion with these legends Is the fact that 
a remarkable similarity is to be found 
between them and the Stories of the 


Amazonian Indians aa told by Herbert 
H. Smith, author of "Brasil and tho 
Amazons.** Indeed, as Mr Harris 
points out, "some are so nearly identi¬ 
cal as to point unmistakably to a com¬ 
mon origin." 

In the first of Mr. Smith's series ' a 
tortoise falls from a tree upon the head 
of a Jaguar and kills him: In one of 
Undo Renin** stories the terrapin flails 
from a shelf in Miss Meadows’ house 
and stuns the fox, so that the latter 
fails to catch the rabbit. In the next 
a Jaguar catches a tortoise by the hind 
leg as he Is disappearing in his hole: 
but the tortoise convinces him ho is 
holding a root, and so escapes; Uncle 
Remus tells how the fox endeavored 
to drown the terrapin, but turned him 
loose because the terrapin declared his 
tall to be only a stump-root." 

Mr. Harris goes on to say that Mr. 


Smith gives, among many others, the 
story of how the tortoise outran the 
deer, which ls Identical as to Incident 
with Uncle Remus' story of how Brer 
Tarrypln outran Brer Rabbit. 

Alt of this opens up a most Interest¬ 
ing line of Investigation, but only one 
thing, declares Mr. Smith, ls certain. 
’The animal stories told hy the negroes 
In our Southern States and In Bran!! 
were brought to them from Africa. 
Whether they originated there or with 
the Arabs or Egyptians, or with yet 
more ancient nations, must still be an 
open question. Whether the Indians 
got them from the negroes or from 
some earlier source U equally uncer¬ 
tain. the c»»ly certain thing being that 
they had a common origin." 

Thus the Uncle Remus tales have 
their serious as well as their humorous 
aide, and for both their value as folk¬ 


lore and their power to make us laugh 
wo owe a debt of gratitude to Mr. Har¬ 
ris. which we believe we can best pay 
by endeavoring to preserve the home he 
Idved to future generations of children 
as a national shrine and playground.

The Memorial Project 


The movement with this object In 
view was begun by the Uncle Remus 
Memorial Association of Atlanta. It 
gained fresh Impetus when the Wom¬ 
an’s Auxiliary took It up. and no group 
of workers lias entered Into tho labor 
with more cnthuslasnvihan the children 
who loved tho man through his work 
and whom he loved so well. 

These are beginning to form clubs— 
many of them In each community and 
distinguished one from another by the 
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titles, such as "The Bror Rabbit Uncia 
Remus Club/’ "The Tar Baby Uttclo 
Remus Club," and so on. 

The spirit of the work In Louisville 
was caught from the •nthusinssn of 
that Indefatigable worker and very 
charming woman, Mrs. Frank L. Wood¬ 
ruff. flild secretar* of th#* Woinsv. • 
Auxiliary. .Mrs. Woodruff was former¬ 
ly known to Loutovillittn* a* Miss Jana 
Scott, daughter of the late Dr. Preston 
B. Scott. 

Her initiative here resulted In the 
founding of several children’s clqbs, th* 
object of each hetfig to contribute U* 
toy ir<i the purchase n i 

home. As each sends iu the reqm.** 
sum it will receive a gold link on which 
the name of th»- president of that club 
and th n dale of its organhytllop will be 
engraved. When all of the cluta hflvo 
contributed, the links will be Joined In 
u chain to hnni: In tho home the chil¬ 
dren have helped to buy. 

This home Is not outside Atlanta, as 
m.»ny .-oppose, but 1.* In a section of tho 
city situiiRd much as tile Highlands 
arc in Louisville.

"Snap Bean Farm." 

There arc three acres of beau¬ 
tiful woodland which their ownet* called 
"iinhp Bc.in Firm." and » frame dwell¬ 
ing, which touk Us quaint name, "Tho 
S.gn of the Wren’s Neat/' from the newt 
of a tiny wren which builded at the 
entrono* to the place, about xh© dis¬ 
tance <if a city block from the house 
itself. The little nest was recently stol¬ 
en. but the house will retain the name 
ao appropriately bestowed by Mr. Har¬ 
ris, a* long aa it stands. 

The dwelling Is only one and one-half 
stories In height but it Is very spacious; 
the rooms on the ground floor having 
large openings so that the entire lowfcr 
floor can bo thrown practically Into ode 
large hull.

S EOUL. June 1.—The tw r o great 
hopes of the Koreans are Prince 
Ito and the Uttle crown prince. 
Ito la the grand old man of Ja¬ 
pan. Ife ls a confidential adviser of the 
Mikado and he had much to do with 
training the Crown Prince of Japan. 
The little crown prince I refer to ls the 
Crown Prince of Korea. He ls the 
brother of tho present emperor, and 
he Is now l>eing educated In Toklo after 
Prince Ito'a directions. In him and 
Prince Ito lie the possibility of Korea’s 
maintaining its national existence and 
not being swallow*ed up in Japan. There 
is a strong Japanese party which would 
like to seo this country under a mili¬ 
tary government appointed from Toklo. 
It wants Korea for the Japanese, and 
believes In exploiting It for all It Is 
worth. Prince Ito, backed by the 
Mikado, is anxious that the Koreans 
should have a fair show and he has 
done all that he oould to bring that 
about. He does not believe that the 
Koreans should govern themselves, but 
he wants them to have a share of the 
offices and to maintain their Individ¬ 
uality iia a nation under the direction 
of Japan In doing this he ls opposed 
to the money-grabbers and land-grab¬ 
bers. The lower classes of the Japan¬ 
ese are coming over here In crowds and 
they would swallow the country and 
oppress the people If their own offi¬ 
cials did not prevent. Prince Ito has 
so far been the chief safety valve and 
he Is training up the little crown prince 
in order that he may be the Governor 
of the Koreans In tho future. 

• • • 

Emperor a Weakling. 

t have had a good chanoe to study 
the present Emperor, through my au¬ 
dience with him and talks with the 
Of/Iri'jls who know him best. He Is a 
wi ak!ing !n the hands of the Japanese. 
He Ik comp >s mentis, hut his mind is 
so UUle that a woaden man. If he could 
be automatically worked, would have 
os much force, and he would, moreover, 
be cheaper to keep. Th* Emperor Is 
the son of the retired Emperor by the 
into Queen. His father is bright In¬ 
tellectually. but hr hat no more back¬ 
bone than a Jelly-fish. He Is incapable 
of ruling efficiently or honestly, and hla 
long administration has beeu one of 
cruelty and crime. 

The Uttbr Crown Prince is the son of 
this retired Emperor He la the half- 
brother of the man on the throne, hla 
mother being the notorious Ixidy Om. 
a favorite comport of hla majesty. Aft¬ 
er the Empress w.ie aasaaMnntcd this 
Lady ‘Jin, who had been brought Into 
the palace a^ one of her attendants, be¬ 
came the favorite In the retired E?n- 
peror’s harem She has ousted All the 
other ladl^H of her chiss, and she holda 
the Oid Kmporor in the hollow of her 
hand. Her power was strengthened 
upon the birth of the Uttle Crown 
Prince, about twelve years ago. and 
she Is still at the h#*ad of the retired 
Emperor’s eatabllstnlient. 

The Crown Prince h&s been going to 
school for th** past live or six years, 
and he Is being educated along Western 
lines. He Is learning Japanese, and 
all of his studies are carried on In that 
language His chief work ls being done 
at the Nobles School In Tokio, but he 
has afeo prlvyilc tutors, and ho will 
iMv# as good au education as any 


prince of Japan. It Is whispered here 
that upon his graduation he will take 
one of the Japanese princesses to wife, 
and that when he cornea back to Ko¬ 
rea, at the age of 20 or so, there will 
be another chuflle of the imperial card*, 
and this boy will be put In the present 
Emperor's place. Such a change would 
undoubtedly benefit both Korea and 
Japan. The people here will then have 
an emperor who can speak Japanese as 
wed as Korean, and who will be abreast 
of the new civilization. He would have 
the good of his own people at heart, 
and will be able to act for them, and at 
the same time be an efficient lieutenant 
for the Mikado. 4 

Prince Ito tells me that the Crown 
Prince has extraordinary ability, and 
he predicts that he will make a good 
monarch. The Uttle fellow Is Just the 
opposite of his half-brother, who Is 
now on the throne. The latter had 
hardly been outside his own apartmimts 
until he uas over 30 years of age. end 
to-dny his only exercises nre walking 
about ills palace grounds with now and 
then a short horseback ride in them. 
He looks pale and enemlc. and his fish 
seems to be putty. This Crown Prince 
could hold his own with little Charlie 
Taft or Quentin Roosevelt. He Is fond 
of athletics and likes to shoot, flsh and 
play hall. At the same time ho stands 
high In hls classes, and la not averse to 
study. The Korean papers are full of 
what he Is doing In Japan, and tho 
ptoplc of the palaces have been de¬ 
lighted with some hlograph pictures 
which have Just conic showing the Ut¬ 
tle Prince on the hunt. The papers 
describe the palace which the Japanese 
have given him. Th*y state that hls 
'little highness sleeps In a European 
bed In a room kept wnrm bv an elec¬ 
tric stove. Hls palace Is furnished 
throughout In foreign style, and he has 
mechanical toya of all kinds. He has 
riding horses and all sorts of gymnastic 
appliances, from punching lmgs to 
parallel bars Hls palace Is guarded 
by eighteen foot soldiers and ten court 
policemen, and when he goes out be 
haa nn escort Hls instructors are se¬ 
lected from high-class Japanese pro¬ 
fessors. The Mikado himself Ik inter¬ 
ested In him. und altogether the Jap¬ 
anese are trying to make of him a man 
as well as a monarch.

Korea’s New Schools. 
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ONE OF KOREA'S N£tJ SCHOOLS. 


_When this boy becomes Emperor of 
Korea he wMll have a new* nation to 
govern. These people arc Just begin¬ 
ning to appreciate our civilization. 
Their almond eyes are opening to the 
needs of modem education, and school* 
are being started in all of the cities. 
Those of the missions, which have been 
in existence for years, are overcrowded, 
and tho now ones of the Japam ^e gov¬ 
ernment have more than they can do. 
There are several thousand boys nnd as 
nvany girls now In attendance at the 
public schools'of f*eoul. They all wear 
uniform*, and night nnd morning the 
streets are filled with boys wearing 
caps and gowns, and barefaced and 
bareheaded girls with their books In 
their hands. Each boy has a little bra*:» 
badge on hls cap which marks the 
school to which he belongs. All the 
boy's have their hair cut short, insteud 
of wearing It In long braids down their 
hark*, as was the old Korean custom, 
and th© girls wear no veils, which ls 
quite contrary to the Ideas of the older 
Koreans. 

The government school buildings are 


much like those of Japan. They are 
equipued with furniture like ours, and 
eetch nas its gymnasium. There is a 
large manual training school, run by 
the Japanese, government, and there is 
a Japanese academy where young men 
are taught Korean In order that they 
may act as advisers to the native offi¬ 
cials. 

our mission schools are scattered 
over Korea. There are. all told. 4D0 
primary graded schools, which are sup¬ 
ported by the Koreans themselves, and 
eleven intermediate school* and acad¬ 
emic*. The primary schools had about 
10,000 pupils hist year, and at thnt time 
there were nine high sehoots for young 
women with 500 students. There are 
also Industrial schools and schools for 
the blind. 

The Y. M. C. A. Is doing a great edu¬ 
cational work here In 8eoul, and one of 
the finest of the new buildings, which Is 
now going up. Is a Korean college being 
built by Korean money and backed by 
Koreans. The natives realize that tho 
Japanese are now brighter than they 
are, and they feel that their success 
comes from the new education. In tho 
past the Chinese classics were the only 
standards of scholarship. To-day our 
modern studies have taken the place of 
the claasics. and all Korea is studying 
the multiplication table. 

Ju*t now there Is some excitement 
among the missionaries on account .of 
an Imperial edict which provides that 
nil private schools shall be under Gov¬ 
ernment direction. The authorities re¬ 
quire full Information ns to the names 
and character of the teachers, and also 
as to the receipts and expenditures. All 
books have to be passed upon by the 
educational department, and the teach¬ 
ing must be as the Government directs. 
This A«AmB rather severe, and It causes 
unfavorable comment. 

The Koreans have always been a lit¬ 
erary people Much of tho old learning 
of Japan ewne from them, and they

still hold scholarship In tho highest re¬ 
spect. Indeed, the common word hero 
for Mr. Is "Schoolman." The KoreoJia 
call each other Schoolman Pak, School¬ 
man Ye or Schoolman Kim, instead of 
Mr. Pak, Mr. Ye or Mr. Klin. In tho 
pan the better classes of the people 
have been well up Its Chinese, and I 
have seen picnic patties of young*Ko¬ 
rean gentlemen engaged In writing 
Chinese poetry under the trees. They 
would take a text and try who com Id 
make the best rhymes. Such young 
men are now studying the modern lan¬ 
guages and sciences. They have laid 
amdo Confucius and Mepchu nnd are 
reading the New Testament, which has 
twer. translated by the missionaries, and 
aieo a number of other books which are 
being turned Into Korean. A Hfo of 
Garfield was recently published, and 
also the "Story of Madam Roland." A 
papular book Is Bunyan’s Pilgrim's 
Progretsa, which was translated by the 
late Mr*. Gale and a young Korean 
named Yank-K 1-Talk, who recently had 
some trouble with the Japanese Gov¬ 
ernment. This Pilgrim’s Progress has 
had a large sate, and It le going Into 
a new edition. I understand that sev¬ 
eral Korean novels have been Issued, 
the two most popular now current be¬ 
ing "Spirit Voices" and "Dead Tree 
Flowers." 

One of the greatest works performed 
by Americans In Korea was the making 
of the Korean-English dictionary. This 
was done by Dr. J. 8. Gale, n Presby¬ 
terian missionary. He began It In 1832, 
after four years* residence In the coun¬ 
try, and completed it within five years. 
Prior to that there was no means of 
intercommunication between the for- 
t igners nnd the natives except through 
the Chinese language. The work of 
making the dictionary was enormous. 
The definitions were In Korean, Chinese 
and English, and every character had 
to bo Just so. for the variation of a 
stroke or a point might perhaps turn 
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the word •i»rd" Into "devil." The 
original edition of the dictionary has 
long since been sold out and a new one 
ls now being prepared. Dr. Gale tells 
me that this 1* necessitated by tho 
thousands of new words which have 
come Into the language, caused by the 
change* In civilization and life of tho 
people. Scientific words, auoh os tele T 
phone, telegraph, dynamite and radium, 
have had to be added. All «»f these 
have now their Korean characters and 
they must be defined. The new edi¬ 
tion of the dictionary Is being printed 
In Yokohama, and the proof* are sent 
here to Dr. Gale for correction. I have 
s»*an some of them. Four readers go 
over every sheet and the greatest care 
ls taken that each character is right. 
Thts Is done by Chinese and Korean 
scholars. After this Dr. Gale send* the 
proofs to the girls of the Presbyterian 
mission school. They have sharper eyes 


and quicker brains than tne old 
scholars ajid they And mistakes which 
the latter have overlooked. At first 
Dr. Gale offered to pay 1 cent for every 
correction. After a number of sheets 
had come back he figured up the ac¬ 
count and sent in the money. The 
girls returned it the same day with a 
letter saying: 

"We girls think we are getting 
enough from our teachers, and we do 
not want any pay.** .

p. L TL PYLE—HIS REPRESSION. 


I T wrae while I was ranching on the 
bench lands of the Fraser River In 
British Columbia, 175 miles from 
Vancouver, that a friend, who 
stayed with me over night, told me the 
Incident related here. 

I scarcely believed It at the time—In 
foot, I thought he was spinning a yarn 
for my special benefit. However, one 
day when { was ki Lytton, our nearest 
“town”—asv they called the llUle col¬ 
lection of cabins, more from courtesy 
than from anything there was deserv¬ 
ing such a name—I strolled up to the 
rallfway depot and Inquired of a tele¬ 
graph operator as to the truth of the 
story. He In every way confirmed my 
friend’s statement, told me the man’s 
name, Joe Burton, and that hie run 
was east from Lytton asne fifteen 
miles. 1 new before that he was a 
night watchman on the railroad. 

In British Columbia practically the 
whole bed of the railway In question Is 
on a narrow bed out of the banks of the 
rivers and lakes along which it runs. 
Often It Is hewn out of the solid rock, 
and In the sharp windings of the Fraser 
Canyon numerous tunnels have been 
driven in order to get the requisite 
curve. At times the train runs close 
down to the water’s edge, at others 
rises a hundred feet above, a sheer 
drop Into the foaming river below. I 
used to wonder, when Arst I traveled 
through the Rocky Mountains and dtwn 
Thompson and Fraser rivers, what it 
would be like, and whether a single 
soul would live to tell the tale If & train 
full of passengers should be precipitated 
by some accident Into the river 

At Lytton the Thompson fiows into 
tho Fraser. The latter is a muddy, 
turbid stream, while the Thompson Is 
beautifully clear and blue. The differ¬ 
ence is quite noticeable for some way 
after they unite, the Fraser seeming to 
keep to the right and the Thompson to 
the left bank. At Lytton also the rail¬ 
way leaves the Fraser and follows the 
Thompson, which comes from a more 
easterly direction than the Fraser. 

At the time of which 1 w’rite. the rail¬ 
way bed was very bad around Lytton 
—that Is. naturally bad. It was loose, 
sandy soli, with rocks and bowlders In 
It; and mud, gravel and bowlders came 
sliding and rolling down the cuttings 
onto the track, and sometimes the track 
Itself shifted. 

I remember one Sunday In the begin¬ 
ning of March. wh«*n the frost was go¬ 
ing out df the ground, that 1 took a 
walk down the track, and after going 
about a mile and a half, found a large 
gang of men at work. There had been 
a mud slide In the night, some of the 
track had gone, and Instead of the bot¬ 
tom of the telegraph pole helns nearest 
the level of the rails, the top some 
feet below. 

Owing to this kind of thing, the rall- 


rood had watchmen who, mounted on 
their “speeders” (a tricycle for the rail¬ 
way, worked by pulling and pushing 
lever* with their hands and feet), pa¬ 
trolled the track, and at night some¬ 
times ran ahead of the trains. They 
could make about fifteen or more miles 
an hour on these speeders. It was. 
especially at night, a rather dangerous 
game, owing to the long trestle bridges. 
On ordinary ground, on the approach of 
a train, the machine was easily stopped, 
being provided with a brake, and lifted 
off the rails out of the way; but woe 
betide a man who was caught on a 
bridge, some of these structures being 
68. 80 and 100 feet high, and 200 to 400 
feet long. There was no standing room 
for a man or speeder there. 

Bowing along on his tricycle one 
windy night. Joe, who. used to his Job, 
had becomo & little less careful than 
was good for his skin. He gave the 
danger no thought, but worked away, 
narrowiy watching the track by the 
light from his lantern to see that all 
was right. Ahead was a long trestle 
bridge with a shxri? curve ar.J a cut 
at the other end. effect..\Uy .’ding 
train and headlight. t* a car tala 

extent. , 

Without a moment’s hesttatkus he 
rolled on to the bridge. Ho had got 
fairly on to It when, round the curve 
and on to the bridge rumbled and 
roared a freight train. Tho noise of Chs 
wind blowing In the deep ravin* to¬ 
gether with the rattle erf his s p e lip 
over the raJto. had drowned tho moles 
of its approach, and. In addJtfcsk he 
had not kept a sharp lookout for the 
headlight, and was fairly caught. 

Mechanically, ho Jammed down the 
brake, and the engineer, seeing the 
Rpt'eder and tho man. reversed hli 
engine and whtstlod “all brakes down,” 
but It was too lata With a horrlWs 
crash the ep<**der flew Into a hundred 
plK'es, and luckless Joe Into tho Inky 
blackness of the night. 

Across the bridge the train pulled up 
while the conductor and a brakenmn 
hastened back with lanterns to w U 
there was any sign of tho watchman. 
That anything In this world could havs 
mtvrd him seemed Impossible, and a 
shapeless mao* at the bottom of tho ra¬ 
vine. fifty feet below ihe tracks, was 
all they ever thought to see of him 
again. But to their surprise they met 
Joe walking along fhe brWlge towards 
them, apparently none the worse except 
that he was soaking wet. 

Thrown high Into the air by tho cow¬ 
catcher hitting the speedsr. he had 
landed feel first in a barrel of water, 
one of the several placed on small plat¬ 
form every fifty feet on all the long 
wooden bridges In case of fire.

"One Who Never Sleeps." 

••Chevket Pasha has time for every¬ 
thing and never sleeps/' s«iJd a promi¬ 
nent Turk the other day. “He must 
have some magic spell. I would like to 

find It out/* 

Chevket Pasha received his military 
education In Germany. As he returned 
a wdll-trained soldier the cx-Sultnn Ab¬ 
dul Hamid wxls afraid of him and de¬ 
termined he should have no position of 
trust Abdui Hamid was always afraid 


of nbw ideas and foreign education, be¬ 
cause they caused people lo crltlnfcie 
his proceedings. So Mahmoud Chevket 
was staii Into tho province of Mace¬ 
donia with nothing Important to do, 
while nv©vt who had risen, from the 
ranks fund had had no mure military 
education than a private, wore put 
over his head. But, though virtually 
an exile lu Macedonian v 11 logos, Chev- 
koi did uol lot the grass grow under 
Ills feet. Not only were Ivls tro*g*s 
well trained; but he Installed In them 
much of the discipline which he had 
learned In Germany. True, he could 
not tnako the Government pay his mon 
■—often he w-aa not paid himself, Neith¬ 
er omiid he supply the whole of the 
Macedonian army wrlth rides. But, 
living with aoldier-like simplicity him¬ 
self. he devoted the proceeds of quite 
u large fortune to the betterment of tho 
troop** ho had under him. Tho result 
was that. In a few years, tho mon of 
the Salorrica ro#imcnt were <is different 
from the other Turkish troops as day 
from night. m 

Everybody knows what good ctuff 
there la In tho Turkish soldier. But. 
thanks to Abdul Humid's way of snub¬ 
bing ail the capablv offleen and send¬ 
ing them where they could do nothing, 
these good quaBUew have lain latent In 
most regiments. Commanders who had 
energy bided their time and did their 
bos: with what they had. It was among 
such men. that the Young Turks found 
th«ir best listeners during the years of 
preparation preceding 11*08. As Mace¬ 
donia was full of capable, seml-exiled 
officers, Macedonia became the cradle 
of last autumn's revolution. 

Many a commander followed Mah¬ 
moud Ch»-vket*s example and prepured 
his men as best he could. Not all had 
the energy and capabilities which he 
possesses. Many stories are told of his 
experiences w'hrte ho commanded a regi¬ 
ment in Sulonlca. The greatest diffi¬ 
culty he had was In making the off loom 
punctual. "Tlmo It# tho only thing 
which has no vnluo in Turkey," ts a 
saying with a lot of truth In It. When 
he got his brigade he determined to 
make the officers observant In this re¬ 
spect. One In particular used to at¬ 
tract his* attention. He would k*ep his 
meg waiting half an hour for him In 


the morning, but he got his lesson at 
last. One day, at a very eaxly hour, 
Chevket Pasha arrived at a garrison 
whence the men were to march Into 
summer quarters. Everyone was at his 
post but the Colonel, an officer of the 
old Turkish school. Chevket Pasha 
took up his position near end ordered 
the* men to await their Colonel, for. 
Vised to his way of driving comfortably 
after them, they were about to set off. 
The Colonel's carriage was aeon to drive 
up to hla quarters; but he himself did 
not emerge till an hour after all the 
other regimeiUB had gone. His aston¬ 
ishment on seeing his men still there, 
when bo was about to get Into the 
carriage, was only equaled by hla dis¬ 
may at tho sight of Chevket Pasha, on 
horseback, calmly watching the troops. 
He began to blurt out something about 
being ill when the Pasha curtly told 
him to mount ono of the soldiers’ horses 
and lead his men out to comp. He 
himself accompanied them, without 
opening his lips for tho whole way. 
Whop they reached camp ho turned 
toward Bfilonlca without saying a word 
to the Colonel, who felt uncomfortable 
the whole day. In tho evening a mes¬ 
senger arrived at the camp, loading a 
horse and holding a packet In his hand. 
Ho gave horn© and packet to the Colo¬ 
nel. Tho packet contained a large 
American alarm clock with a few lines 
from tho Pasha. "As I hear you have 
no saddle hofse I send you one of my 
own. The alarm clock you will find 
useful in the momlngfc." The Colonel 
took tho presents—and tho hint. To 
this day there la no more punctual man 
In the Macedonian army than he, and 
no firmer friend of the Pasha’s.

Thinks Bloodshed Necessary. 


When the revolution broke out last 
autumn Chevkot had the Macedonian 
army ready to march on Constantinople 
and. If neod be. enforce tho Constitu¬ 
tion with tho eword. Ho Is no believer 
In bloxik*** revolutions. "You cannot 
have a revolution without the loss of 
life/* b© sakl in. tho course of an In¬ 
terview, "bocamw you must make the 
reactionary party fea.r you, and the 
only way to do that Is to show them 
how many more people you can kill 
than they. Of course, you can act 
with humanity and kill a minimum of 
people," 

So when he heard In tho autumn that 
his army was not warned he familod 
and kept his men hard at work. When 
tho Constitution was established the 
Young Turks sent for him to bo com¬ 
mander of the Yildlx-Kloftk garrison. 
Hud he remained there It is mor© than 
likely that the "mutiny" of this spring 
would never have token place. He had 


a way of finding out «g>los which struck 
terror In tho hearts of tha palace func¬ 
tionaries. 

Ho kept • his men In good order, too. 
Seeing that the officers instead of at¬ 
tending to their work, spout moat of 
thslr time In cafes and places of 
amusement In Para, he began to drop 
Into these ploc**i and. send the offend¬ 
ers back to barracks. One evening, ac¬ 
companied by an adjutant, he entered 
a kind of cafe chantarrt in the Euro¬ 
pean quarter. A young officer, who hap¬ 
pened to be sitting -by the door and who 
had olnvuiy been reprimanded by tho 
Pasha for frequenting the place, saw 
him before ho enterod. and. Jumping up 
from the table where he was In the 
middle of an excel lent supper, rushed 
onto the first floor and hid himself In 
one of tho boxes. The Paaha walked 
In and pp.saLng the empty table sat 
down In a/ far corner, whence he 
thought he could observe all new-com- 
era. Meanwhile, the young officer, who 
had managed from hla hiding place to 
send a meseagv to the proprietor of the 
cafe, bribed him to lend him a Euro¬ 
pean hat. a coat and a pair of trousers. 
Changing Into these things in the back 
of th© box ho sent the waiter down for 
his cigarette case and a newspaper 
that he hud left in his hurry. The 
newspaper was there, but the cigarette 
case bad gone. However, toa afraid 
of tho Pa*ha to go down and moke a 
fues he slipped out, had his uniform 
sent toa European friend's htar by drove 
there in In a cab, changed and hurried 
back to hLs quarters at Ytldlz Kiofk. 
congratulating himself on gating so 
lightly ou£ of what might be a very 
rwfcty scrape, for the Pasha had threat¬ 
ened him with a fortnight's imprison¬ 
ment if h© missed his duty again. 

Next morning, however, the Pasha 
sent for him. "You have lost some¬ 
thing, Bey." were the senior's words. 
The youth thought of the cigarette case 
and answered, os quietly as he could. 
'•Nothing, Pasha, that I know of." Tho 
Pasha brought out the cigarette case, 
which had been stolen from the cafe 
chantant. "Thla la yours—I know It 
by the monogram in the corner. Pass¬ 
ing a table last night I slipped It In my 
pocket. When the waiter came down 
and took away your newspaper I knew 
you were tharo und had run away. 
Take the case and go under arrest for a 
fortnight You ought to have been at 
your tost last ntght.'* 

Though very severe with those under 
him both officers and men adore him. 
East winter It was rumored In Balonlca 
th;it some Bulgurs from a village 
where ho had put down hrlgagandage 
with a firm hand had threatened to 
take his life. A soldier was deputed 
from one of his regiments to ask him 


If It were true. Tt la,- answered tha 
Pasha. Tho moa®©ng*ir asked half a 
day’s leave for himself and three com¬ 
rades. On getting It thay marched to 
U*o village lo question, armed to the 
^oth« and visited oach house. "Wo 
hear you are going to kill our Pasha,” 
was tne message they loft. "If you do, 
we promise to murder five thousand 
Bulgare; and It may be that we will 
murder fifty thousand. We, of the Bal- 
onica regiment, have spoken It." Then 
they returned to barracks and from 
that day no more was heard of threats 
to murder their comamndor.

But this was after his return from 
Ylldlz. From the moment ho was In 
command of the troops there the Sultan 
determined to get him out, knowing 
that a counter-revolution would be Im¬ 
possible so long as that vigilant eye and 
sharp ear were th©re. So dissension 
was sown between the Chamber «of 
Deputies and the Committee of Union 
and Progress.* These two bodies fell a 

? rey to pal&co intrigue and. much 
gainst their will, tho Committee of 
■nion and Progress had to see the 
Salonlca regiments sent back to Mace¬ 
donia, with Chevket Pasha, as com¬ 
mandant of the Third corps at their 
head. / 

At tho time, ho protested vehemently 
against this sooond exile and foretold 
trouble. "The palace is surrounded by 
enemies of the Constitution." he sold 
tu the Grand Vialfer. "You send us 
away In disgrace. But you will be 
sending for us soon, and then wo shall 
come In full atrongth." Throe months 
later, as ail tho world now knows. 
Chevket Pasha '6 wotds came true. 

When the Sultan’* troops, Inolted by 
spies dne^saj up as hodjos—the lowest 
gr ado of Mohammedan priests—and 
bought ovob with the Sultan's money, 
mutinied and turned on their educated 
officers, the first man the Yoi/hg Turks 
thought of was Chevket Paslia; and to 
him they appalled for help. The cry 
was answerad better than anybody out¬ 
side Turkey expected. Not only had 
Chevket got his men in readlne-ss—their 
arms *wore bought with his own for¬ 
tune. which he has quite sacrificed to 
the cause—but his appeal was an¬ 
swered by men whorrr all Macedonia 
had learned to fear. Panltza. a* noto¬ 
rious ComitadJI. and Bandalski, another 
oAthe saino kidney, marched Op td Sa- 
1 on lea with 16,000 men of their bands. 
Volunteers pound In from all parts of 
Macedonia and begged to b© allowed fro 
march to Staroboul under Chevket*« or¬ 
ders. Had he token them all. he would 
have had no leas than 100,000 men, 
Turks, Greeks, Bulgurs and Jews, un¬ 


it was only after Chevket’a imperial 
prisoner was on his way to SaJonlca 
that tho Pasha told the Young Turks 
w'hat he had done. Then ho sent a 
message down to the Chamber of Depu¬ 
ties. saying: "He had found It neces¬ 
sary to toko tho ex-Sultan to Salon lea." 
Those present were too astonished to 
w'hen they heard it. One sug¬ 
gested putting It to the vote. "What 
Is (he use of voting about an accom¬ 
plished fact?" asked another. The rest 
agreed wdth him and they passed a vole 
of thanks on Chevket's message. He 
Is a man of few words; but when he 
does Apeak. It is to the g>oint. Some 
Young Turks asked him to delay the 
occupation of Constantinople for a day 
or two. 

"I occupy it oh Saturday or not at 
all," was the answer. They found out 
the reason afterward. For on Satur¬ 
day the reactionaries, determined to 
make a final effort, had employed 500 
Kurds to sack the shops and bazars 
and bomb the Inhabitants, massacre- 
ing all Europeans without mercy. 
When the first shots were fired, as If 
by magic, nil the embassies, public 
buildings and hotels were surrounded 
by strong pickets, commanded by of¬ 
ficers who spoke French. This did 
much to calm the foreign element In 
the town. And it Is to Chevket Pasha’s 
credit that his army did not kill one 
civilian, that not ono shop was touched, 
not one woman molested. Such an 
"occupation" would be out of the Ques¬ 
tion In Russth and probably, too, in 
some other countries. 

But the Pasha let even the foreigners 
In Constantinople feel his power. The 
day after ho took the town he issued a 
proclamation saying that he ha«l ar¬ 
ranged the attack at night, so ^hat the 
whole work should be finished by the 
morning "By this." he said, "not one 
Of yon has been touched. But you are 
to go back to yodr work on Monday 
morning and open vour shops and of¬ 
fices as If nothing hud happened, or I 
shall punish you. Only work ran bring 
the city back to its normal state." 
Headless to say, his orders were obeyed, 
not only because the people are afraid 
of him. but because they knew even 
the worst elements In tho,place fear him. 
too. Some of hlr*ord®r« seemed rather 
cruel, but they always turned out to be 
Just. Ladles began to send the soldiers, 
wounded or well, presents of fruit and 
cigarettes, Tho Pasha forbad* it- 


Nobody fears Chevket like tho low*»r 
clergy. On his way to Cprisiantlnopla 
be l*-arned that the Inhabitants of a 
monastery In a stnMl place called Cun- 
moldjlana were stirring up the Inhab¬ 
itants against tlic Young Turks, When 
they got to the station he told the mas¬ 
ter to stop the train for an hour and 
walked tip to tho monastery. Calling 
oil the hodjas together, ho said. "I hear 
there are a lot of 'bad heads* amongst 
ou. I have no time, at this moment, to 
look for them, because I must go to 
Constantinople. But. on ray return I 
will stop here and If I see that these 
•bad.heads' persist In agitating against 
tho Constitution. I shall have them all 
hung up on tho treea out thero on the 
roadside." Then be saluted and rer 
turned to the train. But hi* speech 
made mich an Impression at the monas¬ 
tery that they have ceased to agitate 
iig;Unst Young Turks. The fact th^t 
many people have been hanged In the 
Constantinople streets will probably 
serve to keep them quiet. 

Though absolutely relentless where 
"hofies" (spies) arc concerned, ho g!v**s 
tho poAreAbly-Inclined evory chance. 
Thus, Instead of Instituting perquisi¬ 
tions, ho Invited all cafe owners who 
had arms left by the mutineers to fivo 
them up at the nearest garlson In re¬ 
turn for a receipt In a week or two a 
commission will visit the cafes and pri¬ 
vate houses. Thoso who cAn «how a 
receipt wlU he left alone. He ordered 
Inquiries to be made as to who caused a 
panic on the Constantinople Itock ex¬ 
change by sending letters to members 
signed "Revolutionary Committee," and 
telling them they were to be blown up 
on the Saturday, and punished the of¬ 
fenders who did it for a Joke.

At the present moment Chevket 
Pasha Is busy reorganizing the gar¬ 
risons In Constantinople. Not only 
Has he hanged the ringloaders of the 
mutiny. He has found out which wore 
led astray through Ignorance and la 
sending them to the Third army corps* 
"They will be oil right there," he as¬ 
sures. "My men are too sound const! « 
tutionallsts to let them remain reac¬ 
tionaries. Besides, we have intelligent 
and well-trained officers who will turn 
this material to good account. At first 
the whole lot, numbering four thousand* 
will be set to make military roads, 
which are badly wanted. They will also 
be well drilled In military exercises. 
Those whom 1 think disaffected will bo 
dispersed In small groups throughout 
the provinces. In Constantinople I shall 
keep four battalions, which will be 
quite as much as we shall want. Borne 
of the under officers will bo employed 
on tho fitate railways. You aoe. wbere 
It Is any way possible. I shall koop 
them out of prison. It Is much better 
to Imng ringleaders and let the crowd 
off lightly, so that you con make It 
work for tho community Instead of be¬ 
ing an Idle, unproductlvo expense to 
tho nation."

Abdul's Harem Dispersed. 


Chevket Pasha Is Indefatigable. Not 
only does he personally visit the pick¬ 
ets every night, but he goes into the 
hospital regularly and talks to hta 
wounded soldiers. When the command¬ 
er of the squadron. Mr. Spathanf. was 
killed by the rebels, he sent two of his 
officers to the widow with his con¬ 
dolences and assured her that be would 
see she had a pension. By having time 
for all those small things he has made 
himself as popular to peaceful people 
as he IS*obnoxlous to rebels and reac¬ 
tionaries. Though he has a great ob¬ 
jection to being Interviewed and re¬ 
fuses to answer any questions about 
himself he Is generally nice to Journal¬ 
ists and gives them any general infor¬ 
mation they want. When people said 
Abdul Hamid’s last act at Ylldiz was to 
kill a favorite slave, a French Journal¬ 
ist went to ask him if It were true. 
The Pasha burst out laughing. »"What 
cock and bull story Is that?* he ex'- 
clulmed. "You Journalists will believe 
anything, so long as you get something 
to put In your papers. 1 can assure 
you that, neither on the night of hla 
arrest nor during the days Im/nfrdlaie- 
ly preceding If. did Abdul Humid kill 
either man or woman. He was In too 
abject a t^ute of terror to do anything. 
Ho cried like a child for hours at a 
time. Formerly, yes. Ho hap not only 
hud killed, but killed with his own hand 
many a woman, as well as a man. He 
was a great criminal, but cowardly. 


The private fortune of the ex-Sultatt 
wlU, probably, never be known. But* 
on the morning after his flight twelve 
millions of Turkish pounds were found 
secreted In the pork, which will hence¬ 
forth be opened to the public. Tha 
harem has been dispersed. Borne of 
its Inmates have become the property 
of Abdul Hamid’s brother-ln-iutfr; oth¬ 
ers have run, none knows where. The 
older women, It Is said, will be sold as 
slaves, and. probably, fetch 14 to 58 
apiece. There Is a project afoot for 
getting the Young Turks to provide for 
them in some way. but it Is doubtful 
whether this will be feasible, as they 
number about 700. all told.

I 
think that is the weak spot and wanta 
n firm hand. 1 only ask Allah to givo 
nu* tho strength to do the work there. 
No; 1 belong to no party. Neither does 
my army. All we arc to do Is to obey 
the orders of our religious chiefs and 
see that the Constitution and theCherl -* 
nt (sacred laws) are obeyed. Peoplo 
think that the Cberlat Is opposed to 
the Constitution.

If the 
body Is visible under the water there la 
no difficulty in. securing It. but If the 
water Is muddy, more especially if a 
tide or a current Is running, use Judg¬ 
ment. for you wdU need all your facul¬ 
ties to be successful. 

"Take your first dive from a point 
above wjtere the body has last been 
seen, or bubbles hai-e lnd 1 cat«.*d Its lo¬ 
cation. and work down stream. Thus 
you will not tire bucking the current, 
nor will you miss the body if It has 
caught some submerged obstacle; while 
If it Is fret* you will soon overtake It 
by swimming. 

"On reaching it If under water try' 
to seize the clothing at the back of the 
neck; in the absence of clothes, lift by 
the armpits, the chin or the hair. If 
Vhc bottom is rocky or sandy and you 
are near it. take a good pushoff. but 
If the water is too deep or the bottom 
soft and muddy swim to the surface, 
using b*gs and free arm. 

"Now before describing how to carry 
a victim ashore It will be well to touch 
on tho most dangerous phase of life 
saving, the rescue of persons mado 
frantic by fear. 

"Water polo players have recently 
developed a system of breaks and holds 
that* has be^n adopted by scientific life- 
savers and baa been of Invaluable as¬ 
sistance to them. Its most simple fea¬ 
tures are within reach of anyone and 
will enable you to handle even tho 
worst coses with comparative safety. 

"In approaching a struggling person 
do so warily, and If possible from tho 
botit. If he shows any Intention of 
grabbing wildly, keep him off with your 
foot until you can seize one of hla 
Grists. In doing this use the right 
hand for the right wrist and tho left 
for the left. 

"On securing a hold swing him quick¬ 
ly around and throw your free arm 
around his neck. ThJs places him in 
your power and no matter how he 
struggles you will be able to carry him 
In safety. 

"Another good way advocated by 
water polo players is to approach tho 
man boldly, and as soon as he lifts 
his arm to clutch you to plant your 
open band squarely ynder bis armpit, 
allow yourself to sink, turning your 


body outwardly, and then, shoving him 
over you, come to the surface. If rida 
Ik don© correctly you will find your¬ 
self behind him. looking at the back 
of his head, when It will be an easy, 
matter to place on him any hold you 
w ant 

"Professional life-savers often, rec¬ 
ommend sploshing water in (tie face 
of a struggling person on the ground 
that It tnak»’s him turn from you. My 
experience has been that It only In¬ 
crease* his terror and exettement. 

"Leg holds are the great fear of life 
savers. Let a powerful man encircle 
you with his legs and nine times out 
of ten you are & goner To bo caught 
either by legs or arms from the rear 
Is also generally fatal, for back holds 
arc almost impossible to break Against 
these two dangers you should guard 
carefully. 

"There* are several ways of carrying 
the victim of a drowning accident 
ashore. If he is only exhaustqj! let 
him place both hands on your shoul¬ 
ders and then swim either the breast 
or bock stroke. 

"If he is unconscious turn him on hi* 
bark and use the back stroke your¬ 
self, sustaining him by pacing your 
arms around him %nd your hands on 
his chest, or seize him under the chin, 
or hold him by the clothes at the bock 
of the neck, or by the hair. A strug¬ 
gling ptreor Is mad© helpless by the 
first hold mentioned. 

"Upon reaching terra flrtna the first 
object should be to expel from the lungs 
of the victim any w'ater that may have 
been taken In. Do not stand him on 
hts head, n* do so many well-meaning 
but ignorant people 

Borin by loosening or, removing 
clothing from WTitst, chest and neck, 
then if there is anything round lo be 
had—like a barrel or a log—place him 
face down on it and roll It gently back 
and forth so* that it will pr©*s otv 
abdomen s*nd stomach and force tho w 
water out. If rothlng round Is nt hand 
make a small bundl* of clothe* or use 
« chair or stool and press the wqMV 
out with your hands. 

"When the lungs are free it In neces¬ 
sary to erply artificial respiration un¬ 
til they have been restored to normal 
breathing First, care should be tak^ti 
to clean mouth and throat thoroughly 
with n handkerchief, towel or cloth. 
Next *»eiz© the tongue and either tie it 
Just beyond the Ups or hold it there, 
m> that it will not 1 h? drawn In with 
the intake* of air and obstruct tho pas¬ 
sage. 

"In many cases tho eppllcatjort of 
smelling salts or pungent herbs to tho 
patient’s nostrils or the tickling of hla 
throat with a feather will at this stage 
be aufficknl to start respiration. If 
not you should use either the univer¬ 
sally taught Sylvester method or tongue 
traction."

a la fourchotte." which corresponds to 
cur luncheon. J 

The English' breakfast, r.tJor served 
before 9 or 10 o'clock, except in the 
hunting season, la a ponderous affair. 
Tea end coffee, boiled eggs, raufflni. 
toast, and on the sideboard rounds and 
Joints of cold most, not to mention 
landed sweetbreads, deviled kidneys and 
‘'broiled bones." await the robust appe¬ 
tite of family and guests. For. be It 
known, the English are not early risers 
as a rule. In America We growl at the 
lartnrq* nf the shopkeeper who does not 
open his doors and raise the window 
blinds by 7 o'clock on summer mornings, 
whereas when we cross the ocean we 
have, to submit to the Inconvenient cue* 
of a I o'clock "opening" in town 
And country. It strikes the unsophisti¬ 
cated tourist as what Miss Ophelia. In 
••Uncle Tom's Cabin." calls "dreadfully 
shiftless ■* Yet the British are not a 
shift less nation. 

The American breakfast Is distinctive¬ 
ly a national Institution. It Is served 
at what nine-tenths of the eaters would 
condemn as an ungodly early hour; It 
is a heavy meal; it le a family meal. 

• nd In a shamefully large percentage of 
homes, the homes of Christian cltlsens. 
the least social and the most uncomfort¬ 
able repast of the day. 

NOT A PLEASANT PICTURE 

Gentlewomen and gentlemen of high 
■nd of low degree confesa. with never a 
touch of shows. that they "are not re¬ 
sponsible beings until after breakfast." 
Pater famiUas veils his somber face 
with tho morning paper and the mother 
bids the children "be quiet!" for ahe has 
"a cruel breakfast headache." Even tho 
babiest of tho group Is cross under the 
teasing of her biggest brother, and the 
others snap at one another ae dogs 
snarl over their trenchera 
Do 1 exaggerate the evil? Let thoeo 
whoso experience has been moro fortu¬ 
nate and whose observations have been 
made in sunnier weather arise to dis¬ 
pute the picture. In how miny so-called 
happy homes Is not "father s breakfast 
grouch" a terror and a byword? To 
how many tables does the mother bring 
a brow furrowed by the coming cares 
of the new day and a critical spirit to¬ 
tally unllko her tender, kindly self ae 
her children know her for the rest of 
the twenty-four hours? 

The oddest part of the exhibition Is 
that nobody is humiliated by the recol¬ 
lection of his morning mood. The tnan 
who "wishes" his gentle wife "would 
mind her own business" when ehe ven¬ 
tures a timid query as to the morning 
news over which he Is scowling, and 
loeses hts carfare to his son with a sav¬ 
age "You children are forever begging 
for money!** laughs at the recollection 
In his sftemoon chat. "What else la to 
be sxpected of a fellow at breakfast? 
Ue is hardly an accountable creature." 

MUCH-NEEDED GRACE 

We lesm at our mother's knees to 
pray. "Give ue day by day our dally 
bread." and we do well to carry the 
prayer in our hearts all our life long. 
Who of us asks In true humility and 
earnestness. "Give us this day our 
break fast grace"? 

I believe I have said that before some¬ 
where. tyit let it eland! Heaven tend 
sur families) know Low sorely the peti¬ 
tion is needed. 

Yet reason and common sense would 
finite In declaring that !l\o breakfast 
bio J should be blithe nfld hopeful. 
Mind, nerves end muscles Yav«» been 
rested end refreshed by sleep. The 
\freelintsx of the young day; ths bath 
•nd the toilet that has cl«d the body in 
fresh raiment; the anticipation of re¬ 
newed opportunities for usefulness and 
of enjoyment opening to the Imagina¬ 
tion with the rising of the sun upon a 
rejuvenated eerth. should combine to ex- 
gli the spirit end ton# up the system. 

1 made up my mind fifty years and 
more ago that the influences of the early 
morning are distinctly depressing to the 
average human being. At tho same time 
I made up my mlod as strenuously that 
to yield t© these Is a sin and a disgrace 
to decent Christiana Ae a result the 
breakfast hour is cheerful tn one house¬ 


hold, at least In outward seeming. It la 
reckoned a personal duty that may not 
be shirked to simulate It whan It doee 
not come of Itself. In time the effort 
brings the rich reward of the real grace. 
The "breakfast grace" comef tor the 
asking. 

Don't grumble et the length of the ser¬ 
mon! If you knew how much more bub¬ 
bles up to my lips and pleads for ex¬ 
pression you would be gratsrul for my 
forbearance. 

Now for the application! Make the 
breakfast table attractive to every 
sense. Let the stiver be bright, the glass 
dear, the breakfast cloth spot loss and 
the napkins clean. If you have Cowers 
for bull one meal per day. let them 
brighten the breakfast table about 
which the family le gathered after the 
night of darkness and helplessness. 
Make the whole army of ~equlpage and 
eaters a visible expression of gratitude 
for the "blessings of the light." I like 
tl\o way the old hymns! puts that! One 
good man whose lire was full of the 
beat things the Father bestows'bpon Ills 
children—love, joy and peace—used al¬ 
ways, In asking a blessing upon ths flyst 
meal of the day. to thank God for "ths 
rest of the night and the light and hap¬ 
piness of the new day which Thou host 
made for us." It was an Inspiring 
thought, that of a new creation, and 
our very own. 

A FEW SET RULES 

9 I 

I have talked once and again with the 
Riembere of the Exchange of the 
hygienic value of the lighter breakrest 
now generally approved by our wisest 
dietitians above the heavy meal we cop¬ 
ied from our English progenitors. In the 
weekly bllls«of-family-rare that go with 
these very familiar chats with our house¬ 
mothers I sketch, the plan of the meal. 
In my own home the same line Is pur¬ 
sued throughout the year. Fruit; a 
cereal, hot or cold, and varied from 
day to 4ay. but alwaya served with 
cream; egg a or fish, or a light meat, 
usually broiled bacon; bread end'butter; 
Invariably freshly made toast, brought 
In crisp and hot from the kfrhen during 
the meal; tea. coffee and. for the 
younrt eaters, digestible cocoa. 

A dish of apples is on the table as long 
as apples are to be had. and moat of ue 
conclude the meal with one. or a eeo- 
tlon If the apple be large, it affords a 
pretext for lingering over the table when 
the rest of the breakfast has been 
c ^** r *d away. The morning paper le a 
regular visitor, but he who reads It dur¬ 
ing the meal must share the news with 
the family. May I say. furthermore, that 
In the other households that are the 
branches of this vine the same rules 
prevail, to the comfort of all concerned T 

In contrast, i may hint at homes, 
otherwise worthy of the name, where 
not a word la spoken during the prog¬ 
ress of breakfast, except what Is con¬ 
nected with the business of the hour or 
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half hour. There le no lingering over 
that gloomy altar of sacrifice to phys¬ 
ical needs. 

It Is a cogent argument In support of 
the light breakfast—that exclude* pota¬ 
toes, steak, pork and chops, and for 
most of the week hot breads—that the 
American goes forth to his daily toll at 
an hour when the foreigner has not loft 
his pillow. To set out upon tho arduous 
round directly after swallowing a solid 
meal Is highly prejudicial to health. 
Henry Ward Beecher changed the hour 
of the second service In his church from 
afternoon to evening because everybody 
has an early dinner on Sunday. And he 
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Ex- 




"would not preach to roast beef and 
plum pudding." The brain workef appre¬ 
ciate# the force of the objection. The 
average American Is a brain worker, let 
bis calling be what It may. 

Whatever you eat at the meal that 
breaks your fast after hours of rest for 
the hard-worked stomach, eat It slowly. 
I verily believe that ths alarming In¬ 
crease In the numbers of death by apo¬ 
plexy and the more#marked prevalence 
of dyspepsia among our suburban popu¬ 
lation are largely the direct consequence 
of the "bolt-and-jump" hebtt Insepara¬ 
ble from the commuter's dally practice. 
Better eat ten mouthfuls slowly, reduc¬ 
ing each 4, to the digestible paste the ali¬ 
mentary organa demand, than choke or 
stoke down a hundred with nerves 
tense and muscles strained and ears 
a| for **tha train." 

Forego that last delicious doze and eat 
your breakfast deliberately. It la sound 
policy In the long run. which will he 
the longer for your obedience to 
law.

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H OWEVER the doctort and health 
officers may revile Iced tea, U 
1* bound to stay as long aa our 
thermometers are ao unruly In 
aumgier. Jt la surprising, however, 
considering the amount of iced tea wo 
Americans consume, flow rarely It Is 
good*, says gn exchange. 

The most scientific and supposedly 
healthful way to prepare It la to pour 
freshly brewed hot tea over a large 
lump of Ice, then pour Into glasses half 
filled with shaved Ice. Unfortunately 
the Ice trust forbids most housekeeper* 
to be lavish, on the results are decided¬ 
ly luke warm. 

More economical Is It to make a small 
quantity of rather strong tea several 
hours before It Is to he used, let it cool 
In the refrigerator and weaken Jto the 
desired consistency with Iced water 
Just before needed. 

It is a mistake to think Iced tea can 
be cooled by a few lumps In the pitcher. 
There must be either cracked or shaved 
Ice in glasses to make It palstable- 
Lemon Is also better added before the 
m»al than at IL The usual w*y la to 
pass a section of lemon to each guest 
Knr better la the taste if both lemon 
•and sugar are mixed with the tea 
when the Iced water Is added. Better 
yet Is it to adopt the Russian plan of 
grating the rind of a lemon and pouring 
hot tea over It. 

If lemon Is passed, as it may have to 
be when some of the family do not like 
it. cut Into lengthwise sections rather 
than thin rounds, and pass in addition 
a small glass pitcher filled with extra 
lemon JuTce, 

Mint leaves or lemon verbena added 
to iced tea. besides the lemun. gives a 
delicious flavor. It Is also good with 
a little ginger syrup or a few drops of 
rum.

A LONG day spent outdoors Is 
the hardest of all days on 
looks. HaJr artificially crimp¬ 
ed has a hateful wuy of los- % 
lng Its pretty curl at once, rouge will 
show nine times out of ten. and un¬ 
rouged cheeks frequently grow pale 
and wan before the day Is over—that 
Is. If they are not burned a lobster red 
by the summer sun. which also has a 
nasty habit of giving not a few pa¬ 
nicking daughters of Eve a lot of hor¬ 
rid freckles. 

What Is the remedy? Simply that 
beauty's picnic toilet must be begun 
several days before the Important one. 
It Is not a matter’ for a brief hour or 
so. but one for a good half week. 

Let me begin with the hair which 
needs to be well washed, beautifully 
burnished and carefully curled, that It 
may be at Its best when its owner so 
longs to look her best In the sight of 
her fun-seeking companions. 

For almost every head two raw eggs 
and four tablespoons of castlle soap 
powder make the best shampoo I can 
recommend. Eggs are nourishing to 
the scalp, castlle soap the least harm¬ 
ful of all kinds of hair washing, and if 
rain water Is used and the tresses are 
dried In the sun, they will be left soft, 
bright and beautiful. Blonde hair, 
however, Is slightly darkened by the 
egg wash, and very oily hair may need 
something more drying In this case 
try the following formula for the sham¬ 
poo: 

Bicarbonate of soda, ** ounce; borax. 
hi ounce; cologne water. 2 ounces; rec¬ 
tified spirits. 1 ounce, tincture of coch¬ 
ineal, 4 ounce; distilled water. 16 
ounces. 

Mix and agitate thoroughly, and use 
like any shampoo. Also dry the hair 
thoroughly Immediately aftw • every 
wash until the natural oils are renewed, 
& little of this cream rubbed Into the 
scalp, wJU bring becoming order and 
burnish. v 

I. Almond cream. 1 drncfftn; chlo¬ 
ride of pilocarpine, hi drachm iStJycer- 
Ine, 1 ounce. 2. Git of amygdnlln, l 
ounce; lanollne. 1 drachm; otto of 
roses. 8 drops. 3. Tincture of canthar- 
ides. 2 araenms; elder-flower water, 4 
ounces. 

Mix separately the first two lots; add 
No. 2 to No. 1 gradually, stirring Inces¬ 
santly; th£h pour No. 3 In a slow, thin 
stream, stirring again in the former 
way to prevent the emulsion from sep¬ 
arating. 

This cream is as healing and cleans¬ 
ing as it Is softening, but unfortunate¬ 
ly the formula calls for considerable 
expense. Short purses. therefore, 
should turn to glycerine and rose water, 
or a little melted and perfumed be«*f 
marrow for the emollient. Both of 
th'sc simple things—especially the* 
marrow—are excellent for the hair. 

A good curling fluid, which Is espe¬ 
cially adapted .to dry, stiff hair lb as 
follows. 

Gum arable mucilage. 1** ounces: 
glycerine 1»* ounces; carbonate of 
potash. l»* ounces; rose-water. - 
pints. Portugal extract. 6 ounces. 

Dissolve the carbonate in the rose¬ 
water, add glycerine to the Portugal 
extract, shake thoroughly, then put in 
the mucilage. After further slinking. 


put everything together, and let the 
mixture stand for a week before using. 

This will fluff and slightly wave the 
hair without other curling, but If a 
deep wa\e Is desired use kid curlers 
or strips of rag with it. The fluid 
keeps the curl In for several days, 
often a week. 

And now the matter next in Import¬ 
ance—the complexion; for in these 
days of magnificent heads, the beauty 
of the hair comes before that of the 
countenance even. 

The first chapter In the book for 
the skin's treatment begins with tha 
words Soap and Water. It is impossi¬ 
ble to. have a skin In a healthy condi¬ 
tion and look as It should look with¬ 
out a complete daily wash.

The cream takes off the 
first dirt and prepares the way for the 
scrub. 

Use an almond meal bag for this, 
shaking Us contents Into warm water 
till It is milky. If the water must be 
further softened add a pinch of borax. 
Wash the face with the hands alone, 
using the fingers in massage style over 
every’ spot. 

When the skin hss become sturdier, 
buy the best—which means the nurest 
—soap the market affords and wash the 
same way with It. for all things said 
and done, there Is no cleanser like soap. 

Granted now that the face which 
would be bright and blooming all day 
on the outdoor excursion has been 
scrubbed for some nights In this way. 
and massaged and douched—if this is 
found beneficial—with warm and chill 
Fpravs besides, remember that the 
day’s cosmetic must he put on over 
very little cold cream if you would 
avoid tan and freckles and have your 
complexion stay on. 

It Is a good Idea, too. to arrange for 
a Beauty outfit when planning for the 
day. for then roses and lilies may be 
renewed at odd moments.

For th© eucces* of this spe¬ 
cial kind of fun two thing© 
are necessary—first, reasonably 
congenial people, and. secondly, a sub¬ 
stantial, yet appetizing lunch. 

Of course, the most important thing 
Is the sandwiches. They are the prin* 
cipal part of the feast, and in spite of 
th© usual Idea to the contrary, are one 
of the most difficult things to fix. says 
a writer in the Philadelphia Press. It 
Is true that anyone can make a sand¬ 
wich by sticking two pieces of bread 
together with a slice of meat or cheese 
between, but that le a poor excuse for 
& sandwich, and after such a one has 
lain for borne hours will not make very 
pleasant eating 

To insure sandwiches being nice when 
eating time comes, as when they were 
made, simply wrup each one tn a piece 
of oiled paper. This docs not take long 
to do and is more Uian worth while, 
for In the case of Jelly, lettuce and 
other such sandwiches, it keeps the 
bread from getting moist, or If one 
piece should get soggy, it will not ruin 
the others, and lettuce sandwiches can 
be kept crisp and fresh for hours, if 
they* or© only wrapped In this way 
One of the easiest ways of getting th© 
bread ready is this; Put some but¬ 
ter in a pie pan and melt lt; then take 
th© loaf from which the end crust has 
been cut, using a fiat knife, put a thin 
coating of the melted butter on the 
end of the loaf and then cut off a thin 
slice- In this way It goes much quicker 
and the soft Inside part of the bread 
will not break under the stiff butter. 
However, be careful not to let the but¬ 
ter boll or else lt wlU taste like the 
rendered kind. If Just merely melted 
lt will have a sweet, fresh taste, like 
any other 

Now. having th© necessary number of 
slices cut. one Is ready to begin to fill 
them. Undoubtedly the most welcome 
sandwich at a picnic Is that of let¬ 
tuce. It Is so refreshing that every¬ 
body likes lt. Hard-boiled eggs may 
be chopped up. seasoned and moistened 
with mayonnaise and laid between the 
lettuce leaves. This combination Is de- 
llcious. but no more so than peanuts 
chopped up Instead of the egg Almost 
anything will combine well with th© 
salad leaves and make & fine sandwich. 

Cream cheese, moistened with milk 
and a bit of butter and seasoning, with 
finely chopped nuts well mixed ln. make 
a splendid filling for the sandwich. It 
Isn’t nearly *o dry as th© ordinary sllc© 
of Swiss cheese. If this latter is used 
be sure lo put a little mustard on it, 
as it greatly Improves the taste, ar.d 
the same Is true of tongue or com 
beef. Figs, of the pressed variety*, nice¬ 
ly washed, and cut open, make an as¬ 
tonishingly* good sandwich, and da:es 
with the stones taken’ out are equally 
good. 

The truth Is. two pkces of bread can 
b© used as a sort of dish In which to 
strve anything. Potato, chicken or fish 
salads between leaves of lettuce can 
be carried to a picnic In this way and 
served without th© nuisance of plates, 
Sardines, which are really too oily to 
serve any other way, moke a very 
good sandwich, and a sort of soiad 
made of the canned salmon* moistened 
with lemon Juice and laid between the 
lettuce le still another. 

But after the sandwiches have been 
made the rest is easy. Olives and 
pickles are brought In bottles; /fruits 
and toiratoes and even berries are 
easily carried; d©v!led eggs, too, are 
not difficult to make, and if wrapped 
In th© oiled paper Ilk© the sandwiches, 
keep nice and fresh for hours; and 
then, of course, cakes and candles of 
the regular sort in the regular w*ay. 
Lemon Juice can be put Into a Jar, the 
necessary amount of eugar already In 
it. ar.d delicious lemonade made by 
simply adding the water. This is a 
much easier method than carrying th© 
lemons and sugar separately and both¬ 
ering with knives and things out at 
the picnic. Of coarse, the./nor© things 
that arc don© at home the easier the 
carrying and the serving of the lunch

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CLUB SANDWICHES.—Thew d«- 
leviable morsels call for white bread 
toasted crisply. Th© filling may be of 
grilled ham or bacon, or of broiled 
rhltken with the addition of a taste of 
either of th© first two meats. A mor¬ 
sel of broiled ham or bacon always 
gives on ejtra fillip to chicken. A leaf 
of delicate lettuce Is put Ahst on a silo© 
of the tokst; then comes the meat, with 
a sprinkle of salt, cayenne^ and a 
squeeze of lemon Juice for the flnsl 
notes. Most sandwiches ore better 
without butter, and thes© caff absolute¬ 
ly for the broiling of the meat. This 
cooking and th© toast realise the o&mi 
“club sandwich.*’ 

MAYONNAISE SANDWICHES. —< 
Gluten bread, cut In thin slices with 
th© crunt trimmed off, Is th© foundation 
fur these When making th© mayon¬ 
naise filling add a mustard spoon of 
dry mustard, and use cayenne, lemon 
Juice and & touch of sugar for other 
stationers. The whole bit© will also 
seem far more delicious If the filling 
includes two fragments of lettuce, ihes© 
enclosing tho mayonnaise in a rol*. 

HERRING SANDWICHES. — The 
boneless strips put up ln glass Jars or 
small boxes are conveniefit for these. 
If th© herring seems unpleasantly 
strong, soak th© strips ln cold water 
for half an hour. After this cook them 
gently In a hot pan with a little but¬ 
ter, and add, while cooking, a little 
cayenne. Whit© bread, which Is no! 
too fnil'll. Ik suitable for the casing. 

STUFFED EGGS.—Boll six eggs for 
fifteen minutes and let them stand In 
the same water till It Is lukewarm. 
After this thoroughly chill them In cold 
water, cut directly In half, take out 
the yolks and mix them Into a past© 
with three tablespoons of freshly toast¬ 
ed bread crumbs rolled to a powder, 
on© tableBpoon of olive oil—or more as 
liked—a teaspoon of lemon Juice, and 
salt and cayenne to taste. If the oil 
and add are not liked. u«© melted but¬ 
ter or cream and season with chopped 
parsley Eggs prepared In this way 
are Invaluable for excursion lunch bas¬ 
kets. ns they are filling as appetising 
and not the least messy. 

ANCHOVY TARTINES.—-Select th© 
Swedish anchovies, which are put up 
In bottles Wash them off with warm 
water and let them soak for an hour In 
fresh olive oil. Put between saltlnes 
or thin slices of day-old white bread. 
A few drops of lemon Juleo improves 
them. 

CAVIAR BITES.—Cut ry© or whit© 
bread in long Inch strips, and spiced 
with a good past© of Russian caviar. 
Lemon Juice Is indispensable with such 
bites. 

APPETIZERS.—A single, big. block 
radish cut in strgy strips and eaten 
with salt makes a cheap and piquant 
picnic appetizer. One good sized rad¬ 
ish Is enough for a dozen persons. Rip© 
olives, cured In the Italian way with 
salt, strips of smoked salmon, pickled 
mussels, oysters and shrimps are other 
appetisers which may be found In any 
grocery store.

Arraigns Harvesting Machine Trust. 


Stating that his Inspection of con¬ 
sular reports had shown that the Inter¬ 
national Harvester Company sold its 
product!* at home cheaper than abroad, 
Mr. B<*v<rldge said tins extraordinary 
circumstance led him to believe that It 
would not be Injured by placing agri¬ 
cultural implements on the free ii*L 
Hi* did. however, believe that such 
action would injure some of tho inde¬ 
pendent manufacturers. 

A lively colloquy took place between 
Senators Overman and Smith, of Mich¬ 
igan. on the atilt ink- of the North Car¬ 
olina cotton manufacturers toward the 
tariff.

The Brown amendment for the pulp 
provision is a complete substitute for 
House paragraph 402. It provides for 
the free admission of mechanically 
ground wood pulp, but authorises the 
imposition of a duty of one-twelfth of a 
cent per pound, dry* weight, upon the 
promulgation of a proclamation by the 
President declaring that any country, 
dependency or province has un¬ 
duly discriminated against the United 
States by the imposition of an export 
duty or export charge of any kind upon 
pulp wood, wood pulp, or printing pa- 

K r exported into the United States. or 
a forbidden or restricted the exporta¬ 
tion of any of these articles directly or 
indirectly. On chemical wood pulp a 
duty of one-sixth of a cent per pound 
is provided on the unbleached article 
and of one-fourth of a cent per pound 
on the bleached article, and in case of 
discrimination by the exporting coun¬ 
try. these duties are to be doubled.

Other Tariff Questions. 


When the consideration of the tariff 
bill was resumed In tho Senate to-day 
the pending question! was the amend¬ 
ment offered yesterday by Senator 
Bacon, placing agricultural Implements 
on tho free Hat. Senator Stone, of Mis¬ 
souri, immediately took the floor to con¬ 
tinue the speech begun yesterday, in 
which he referred to the testimony 
taken by the Attorney General of Mis¬ 
souri In hi* prosecution of the Inter¬ 
national Harvester Company as a truft.

It is known hero that a number of the 
trustee* of the normal school want 
Prof Orobbo to be tho new head of the 
Institution and it 1* bWlevwd by many 
persons interested In tljp normal school 
that when the proper nm© comes Prof. 
Crabbo xvlll bo oleoted president of the 
school, almost unanimously, and it is 
regarded ns certain that if ho 1» offered 
the place he will accept it. The presi¬ 
dency of the normal school pays $3,600. 
the work Is not arduous or exacting, al¬ 
though ther* is plenty to do, and com- 
X*ared with the amount of work done by 
the Superintendent of Public Instruc¬ 
tion the other place would be an easy 
one. The pjare ns State Superintendent 
pays only 12,600. 

Prof. Crabbe has been doing & good 
work toward the betterment of th© pub¬ 
lic rchooig of the State and it Is known 
that he would be reluctant to give up 
hi* work here, but he has things 
mapped out pretty well so that during 
the remaining two years of his term hJs 
successor could easily carry ou th*? 
work. Then, as president of the Stu*e 
Normal School. Prof Prabbe would 
have a great opportunity to do work 
for the. schools of the State, probably a 
better opportunity than he ha* as State 
fiimerlretendent. 

it Is alt speculation, however, now, 
as the Board of Regent* of the normal 
•nhool has not taken up the question 
of a successor to Prof. Roark When 
asked about th# propos'd change to¬ 
day. Prof. Crabbe said: 

*‘I am not going to quit my job—now*, 
at any rate.*

Edmund Waller. 76 years of nge, 
blind and decrepit, Is given a pardon 
of his life term for housebreaking, that 
conviction being his third, under the 
habitual criminal act. Mr. Thatcher 
report* that he believes that the old 
man lias been sufficiently punished and 
that he Is powerless to repeat hi* of¬ 
fense if he should be liberated. The 
Governor says: "It seem* to me the 
plain dictate of humanity to relieve 
this old blind criminal of the remainder 
of hi* sentence He hua served six 
year* since his third conviction.** 

William Hansford, another life term¬ 
er under the habitual criminal law, is 
pardoned, arter serving seventeen years 
under his latest conviction. He was 
tried In Boyle county the third tlm* 
for breaking Into a ooal house. The 
Governor says: ".Mr. Thatcher thinks 
that the life sentence for the third con¬ 
viction is excessive, and gives him as 
severe a punilsl intent as that meted 
out to those guilty of the greatest of¬ 
fense*.** 

In the case of Will Dickinson, sent 
up for life for malicious shooting in 
Todd county, the Governor says in ex¬ 
tending hts clemency that he believe* 
the negro's punishment has been suf¬ 
ficient. The pardon, however, Is grant- 
od upon the condition that it "1* to 
be void and he is to be returned to 
the penitentiary and serve out the re¬ 
mainder of his term If he docs not 
lead an upright, peaceful and law- 
abiding life.**

W ILL Stanley Ketcbel be the 
tliomplon fighter of the world7 
Will he be the first white 
man to lower the colors of the 
negro. Jack Johnson, present holder of 
the title? ^ Sporting men all over the 
world have heard of the remarkable 
young man who has bsttled his way to 
fame and the world's middleweight 
championship. They are also dismissing 
h(s bold plan to win the highest honys 
In the ring. They know that he is linti- 
hearted, that he Is a natural pugilist and 
one of the greatest jflinchera the world 
has ever ptoduced. Two practical knock¬ 
outs over Jack O’Brien prove tills. 

Ketchel Is a quiet, ^unassuming fellow, 
with nothing of the toughness and swag¬ 
ger characteristic of tho old-time bruisers. 
When he has finished a hard day’s train¬ 
ing and gets into his Itght bath gown he 
looks more like a clean-cut college stu¬ 
dent than a husky. fearless prize fighter. 
Ketch, as his friends call him. is merely 
a good-natured big boy. full of life and 
activity, always ready to box, play bas¬ 
ketball. golf or Indulge In anything that 
means open-air exercise. He wants to 
be uti the .lump all the ttme. and hi* won¬ 
derful capacity for work often tires out 
three or four trainers. 

In his dally boxing bouts with his spar¬ 
ring partner Ketchel Is a fiend. Husky 
Andy Walsh found him such a terror 
that he* had to give up the Job, and. inlnd 
you. Walsh Is a pretty lough man at 
fisticuffs himself. Big Bob Armstrong, 
who stood off Jeffries in a ten-round bout 
eleven years ago. has his hands full box¬ 
ing six rounds with Ketchel. Armstrong 
knows tho manly art from A to Z and Is 
a high-class Itoxer. but the way Ketchel 
tears into tho big colored fighter and 
smashes him around the gymnasium is 
a caution. Theso bouts, by the wav. are 
no sparring affairs. They are real rights, 
hut Armstrong wears stomach and chest 
rotectors. which prevent him from be- 
ig hammered Into bits . 

• • • 

Ketchel has been in steady training for 
many weeks. Every morning, rain or 
shine, he hops out o‘f bed at 7 o’clock 
and in half an hour he Is on the road 
for a brisk run or walk. He mAy start 
off with a dash of two or three miles at 
a fast clip or may Jog along at a dog 
trot. It all depends on how he feel*. In 
an hour he Is back at the training comp, 
where he takhs a cold shower bath and 
a good rub down. Then. In a few min¬ 
utes, he Is rdhdy for breakfast and he 
puts away a big meal, too, for he gen¬ 
erally has on appetite like a wolf. 

But after breakfast Ketch has no regu¬ 
lar system of training. He Just works at 
anything that may suit his fancy. He 
may play golf for a couple of hours, or 
ride horseback for many mllee. Then 
again he may go out and play btseball 
until he Is sweating like a Marathon run¬ 
ner. But be always reserves the after¬ 
noons for his boxing and gymnasium 
work. In all his exercises the Michigan 
Hon. who will fight Johnson In California 
next October, snow# boyish enthusiasm 
and abundant good nature. 

Ketchel has no adviser or chief trainer 
to tell him when or how to exercise, for 
he does not need one. He knows how to 
get In fine form and works away with 
wonderful speed and vim. He la as strong 
physically as an ox. but also has plenty 
of good, hard sense. 

• • • 

“I was born in Butte. Mont., on Sep¬ 
tember 14, 1887,” said Ketchel the other 
day. “and not In Grand Rapids. Mich., tn 
1898, as tho reourd books hove tt. My 
father Is a native of Russia and my 
mother is Siav. She was married when 
she was IS years old. and 1 waa her first 
child, born a year after my parents' mar 
rlage. My mother’s maiden nam*» was 
Olbrlsky, and her mother w*a a full- 
blooded native of Poland. 1 have three 
brothers living in Grand Rapids with ray 
parents and working for small wages in a 
furniture factory. 

“After a little schooSdg In Grand Rip- 
Ids I went to work for 34 a week polish¬ 
ing furniture for the concern that employ¬ 
ed my father At the age of 14 1 had 
worked so faithfully that I received the 
same salary as a man. But I began to 
be restless, and as 1 wanted to nee the 
world 1 went farther West, working my 
way by harvesting and picking hopa l 
had a lot of hard experience 4uring this 
roaming trip. J became a cowpuncner 
and learned to rids like -a daredevil with 
the rest fo the boys. Then ! went to 
mining hard rock quartz until I finally 
struck Butte, mv native town, where I 
got a Job as bellboy In a hotel. 

• • • 

“One day a fellow named Maurice 
Thompson became disorderly In the hotel 
and 1 had to make good before the box*, 
so I threw Thomson out bodily. He was 
something of a bully about town, and 
posed us ft fighter They raised a 127 
purse, and naked me If I would meet 
Thompson for six rounds at the Casino 
Theater. Thla coin looked b’.g to me then, 
and I quickly consented, but 1 didn’t 
know I w ns up against a brace game 
They called the bout a draw after I had 
Almost annihilated the bully, and of 
course 1 felt sore about tt. But I began 


to get wise right there. I was only 17 
years old at the time, and wus naturally 
k r ^Tf) af the fighting game. 

'Oh, yes; 1 fought many battles through 
Montana before and ufter I met Thomp-I 
*® n * though 1 never kept any record of 
them. Home were with cowpunchers. 
miners, and other fellow* 1 ran up against 
during my travels. Then- wore probably 
260 battles that were never included In 
my ring record. 1 think my first ficht 
was with a miner in Washington with 
bare knuckles It didn’t last but two 
rounds, as I knocked him out without 
much trouble X don't remember his 
name, but f know he was a full*dxrown 
man, while I was only tt boy. 

• • • 

g'After my,go with Thompson, the man¬ 
ager of the Caslrto gavo me a Job meet¬ 
ing all comers at 120 a week. I used to 
answer bells at the hotel all day and 
fight every night at tho theater. I tell 
>ou that was pretty hard work, and the 
punching I had to do in those duys was 
certainly going some There was a new 
fellow every olgnt, and 1 bud to put 
hiru away or lose iny Job. 1 used to 
wallop them so hard that when they 
dropped, out would go the footlights, 
too. 

“One night they matched me against 
a chap called the Marysville Kid. The 
manager hung up on Is purse for a ten- 
round go. He told us that wo had better 
split tho money. 1 didn’t like that, so 1 
walked over to the KJd's corner just be- 
*>«» U?° fight started, and said to him: 

* I* fignt. winner take all.’ and the 
tv id agreed. When the gorig rang I got 
hot-tooted after the Marysville wonder, 
and put him to sleep in the second 
round. When I went to collect my eight 
bones the manager objected, but finally 
paid me In full, after a red-hot argu¬ 
ment. I’ve never since agreed to cut 
*he money with any opponent, for I 
don’t believe in that sort of businesa 
It always looks queer to mo.

"When I was 18 years old and weighed 
only 140 pounds 1 fought Jack (Twin) 
Sullivan, who tipped the scales at 185. 
The bout went twenty rounds to a draw. 
Then l went Into the cattle businesa and 
mado a bit of money. I intended to drop 
*• ^ ul matched bu- with Mike 
McClure for the welterweight champion- 
8,1 ti,e Pacific Coast. We fought 

at Redding, and I knocked McClure out 
in tno seventh round. So you see i was 
a champion at the age of 19 

kn . ot * ,n g out about a dozen les- 
ser lights l was matched io meet Joe 
i nomas who was a rising star on tho 
fought a twenty-round draw 
at Marysville on July 4. 1907. Thomas 
knew more about the game than I did 
st tno time and was extremely clever in 
avoiding puntehment. 1 felt, however, 
like another go with Thomas, and on Sep¬ 
tember 2 of theaame year we fared each 
other again In Frisco It wa« u hard, 
long battio of thirty-two rounds, the long¬ 
est fight I ever had, hut I kept going at

"I !V a i e » greet kick for another go 
with Paoke. for I felt that my defeat was 
more or leas of an accident. So after much 
newspaper talk wc were matched ngatn 
to meet at Colma In November I got In 
fine shape for this affair and was oonfl- 
7^ n } °* In spite of the tradition 

that a defeated man oould not win back 
from a victor. It was a slashing battle, 
ail right, and I received some heavy 
punching, but at no time In the fight did 
1 Jose confidence. I kept at my aggres¬ 
sive blng-bsng stylo until 1 finally scored 
a clean knock-out in the fourth round. 
Now. I’m going to let Papke have another 
chance next month He may catch mo 
with one of his wallops, but X think I’ve 
got his measure and will win Inside of 
ten rounds, for I’ll be s bigger and better 
man than ever before. 

"Who Is the cleverest man I’ve ever 
met? Why. Philadelphia Jack O'Brien, 
without a question. Can ho punch. Well. 
1 should say ho can. Don’t you remember 
how he cut and bled me in our ten- 
round bout? v 0 , ( ho gave me a fine 
walloping, but r never backed away an 
inch and kept boring In all tho time. 
That's my wav of fighting, always rush- 
Ing and tearing Jt»‘ until the finish cornea. 
I don't claim to be a clover boxer. I’ll 
often tnke a couple of punches to land 
one. Of course, this may be poor policy, 
but I’ve won over 300 battles in this way. 
L*t me tell you that Jack O’Brien Is a 
game feUow and that he gave mo the 
hardest ten-round fight of my life. 

"That go wtth Tony Caponl up at Sche¬ 
nectady tho other night was only a pic¬ 
nic for me. 1 lust sailed tn and wal¬ 
loped away right and left until Poor 
Tony was knocked out in the fourth 
round His punches had tittle effect on 
mo and I could have ended the fight al¬ 
most In tho first round, but people who 
pay to see a fight should have a lit¬ 
tle run for their money, don’t vou think" 


negto’s work you can say that I’ll be the 
heavy w eight champion of the world be¬ 
fore the snow fib** next fall. They say 
Johnson was not in fine fettle when he 
tackled O’Brien That may he. hut at j 
the pace he's s'dng tn-'ll be in worse form 
In October, although I hope to meet him 
nt his best. I’ll tnnke It a fn*t fight and* 
he won't have tlrn»* to set himself. The 
negro may outbox me. hut 4*11 outfight* 
him I've met big fellows Iwfore. 

“Ymi know I've been n hard-working 
boy fn mv day. 1 don’t forget how I 
tolled In the furniture factory In Grand 
Rapids for twelve hard hours a day At 
34 a week 1 know the value of a dbl- 
htr, and when 1 put up that 35.004 to 
fight Johnson It meant » small fortune 
to ine. You can net that !‘m going 
to fight Infernally hard to win It back, 
too. I'il rather hand tho 45,000 to my 
father, mother and brother* than lose It 
to Johuson if 1 thought he could put mo 
out. No. I'm not ptuck on fighting coons, 
hut you know Johnson hold* the big 
championship, and that's what I am after. 

“Do 1 like the fighting game? Well, 
yes. I like to scrap after f get started. 
There’s k certain amount of excitement 
that thrills you as you punch the other 
fellow and g<St punched back with rapid¬ 
ity. I never think of the punishment 
or the blood when I got going fast. Of 
course I hove no desire to go through 
life with cauliflower cars and a broken 
nose Hut some medical friends tell tne 
that surgery can fix these things up now¬ 
adays if tn ken in time.

“Of course I like the prize ring for the 
money there Is in it for me. 1 don’t 
know Just how X could make as much 
at some other occupation. 1 don’t in¬ 
tend to stay in the ring more than a 
couple of years. You see I am stuck 
on having a good-sized farm out In Mich¬ 
igan. and that's where I'll plant my 
money whm I retire. The open country 
for me, with lots of fresh sir I soon 
tire of the bright lights of Broadway. 
They’ve mude u bum out of many a good 
fighter, and I’m going to gl\e them a 
wide berth 

“No, I won’t accept a theatrical en- 
gajtemoni. although I’ve had many of¬ 
fers to go out with shows. Other fight¬ 
ers may fluey tho footlights, but not 
nu*. I like to see a good show or hear 
good music once in u while, but that lets 
me out I’d rather go back to cow- 
punching und mining than be an ai tor- 
fighter. You know I may be a bit of a 
crank on some subjects. I’ve never seen 
a horse race or a professional baseball 
match. They have no attractions for 
me. I have an automobile In the West, 
and enjoy speeding very much. Jack 
Johnson called ou mo the other day in 
his auto, Just to look me over. I sup¬ 
pose. He wanted to open a bottle of 
wine for mo and take me out for a spin 
up the road, but I said nkx to both in¬ 
vitations. The black champion Is a hot 
ap/irt with hie thirty-pound auto coat I 
wish he’d put it up ns part of the stakes 
when I meet him. I could use it out on 
my Michigan farm as u crow chaser. 

“I’ve received some big offers to fight 
In England. France and Australia, but 
America Is good enough for me. I have 
no doalre to visit foreign countries or 
fight under nny other (lag but Uncle 
Sam’s. In fact, I don’t care much for for¬ 
eigners and seldom havo any dealings 
with them. So I’va turned down all their 
offers. I’m a bom American, and will live 
and dl# in toy native country, which 1 
consider the greatest fighting nation In 
the world. We ve turned out some famous 
pugilists, and will continue to do so f<»r 
years to come. If any foreign pugilist 
wants a crack at me he’ll hav. to com© 
to America. 


“Yes. I sleep Just as good as I eat. In 
fact. I’m a great believer In sleep. Many 
fighters have’a habit of staying up late. 
But not for me When in training l re¬ 
tire at 9 o'clock and rise between 6 and 
7, so you see I havo a long night’s rest. 
I can always sleep well fn training. I’m 
not a bit nervous or restless before a 
mill I generally eat what I fancy, ex¬ 
cept pastry and sweets. I have no regu¬ 
lar diet, but get away with plenty of 
fruit and vegetables. I don't know what 
Indigestion. Insomnia and u lot of other 
Ills mean. If bustnc** and professional 
men would take a little dully exercise In 
thr open air they would feel stronger and 
healthier." 

After tho coming mil) with Papke, 
Ketchel will not be nbb* to fight at the 
middleweight limit again, as he la having 
a hard tim© even now to get below 160. 
Ho Is the most sensational fighter of mod¬ 
ern times, and considering the fact CbAt 
he will not be 22 years old until Septem¬ 
ber 14 It would seem that he has a bril¬ 
liant future In the ring. Ketchel seldom 
takes a drink of liquor, though ho has 
visited the Great White Way to sip the 
grape Jutoe once in a while. He Is agree- 
able and a good talker 

Young Corbett, who has been training 
with Ketchel for some time, says the 
Michigan lion Is a wonderful fighter. 
“He’s one of th«? most natural pugilists 
I’ve ever seen, and you know* I’vo looked 
at all of them in the last twelve years.” 
said the former featherweight champion 
tho other day. ”!Ie fights much aJt*'r*the 
style of Terry McGovern when the latter 
was In his prime He's s great worker, 
both on the road and in the gymnasium, 
and rlasses with Fitzsimmons and Tom¬ 
my Ryan as mlddl- weight chAinolon. 
He’s not so clever as those former stars* 
but haa greater speed and a harder punch 
thsn either of them.”

New York now has an octopus, not the 
kind represented by a great Industrial 
combination, such as has been pi tu’oi 
by cartoonists, but a real, live sea moni¬ 
tor. The specimen, which Is card to be 
the only one tn Araerlvs, was captured 
in Bermudan water* and arrived hvre a 
few days ago It haa been placed on 
exhibition In the New York Aquarium 
and has attracted much attention. 

For many years Charles If. Townsend, 
director of the Aquarium, has made every 
effort to obtain a specimen of the oc'.o- 
pod. but haa found difficulty in devi* ng 
a way of caring for tho animal durin j 
transit to this city. Tha rare creature 
of the sea was captured by native ett 
the coast of Bermuda, through the u o 
of a large crate, which was halted on i 
dropped Into the ocean off the coral reefs. 

L W. Mowbry, director of the Ber¬ 
muda Natural History Society Aqua¬ 
rium. acted for the New York Aquarium 
In purchasing the valuable specimen, 
which Is said tp be the most perfect on • 
ever held In captivity. A large tug. spe¬ 
cially devised for the purpose, was used 
to bring It from Bermuda to New York, 
and during the forty-eight hour trip a 
seaman was kept busy pumping water 
Into the tank Mr Townsend hod a gla^o 
cage ready to receive the octopus upon 
Its arrival here.

Tula 
year the fond hop© of provlm- the fi st 
Harvard crew to win the second consec¬ 
utive race from Yale hns been an inspira¬ 
tion to Cnpt. Eliot Cutler and his men, 
and tha present craw If It wins will he 
known In Harvard rowing history ** a 
record-breaker, even If It «loea not ©clips.- 
the time of twenty minute© ten s*ootid« 
for the course, which has stood just 
twenty-on© >««re. Aa tho race Is to be 
rtwed up stream against the current 
hop# has. of course, long ago been given 
up of lowering the time this year.

S,, A* tho demand for men exceeds tho 
supply and will continue to Uo so for 
some years to come, the salaries and 
wages paid In the nptomobile business 
are higher than In nuny of the old ear 
tabllshed trades and professions where 
the supply Is greater than t he demand. 
The average paid to ll* chauffeur In New 
York is $lw a month. This rate does not, 
of course, apply to the man who simply 
knows how to operate a car. 

The t«‘rm "chauffeur can be propertj 
applied to the person *ho Is able not only 
to operate a car. but also to keep II In 
good running QOHdiUol at all times with¬ 
out having recourse to the repair shop 


except In cases of unusual breakage- It 
Is a very ea-y matter to turn a steering 
wheel and move one or two levtra and 
pedals- No owner would pay a week 
but the chauffeur who 
can save uoneceeaury wear and tear, 
heavy repair bills and operata a car at 
the minimum expense to the owner U 
certainly worth at least that much. 

As the automobile Industry grows and 
develops it is becoming more and more 
apparent that the men who enter the va¬ 
rious branch©# of the business must hav© 
a thorough Knowledg- of the automobile, 
its construction, operation and cure, In 
order that they may perform thair duties 
In an Intelligent and skillful manner. In 
tho ca*«* of a chauffeur. It Is absolutely 
essential that he should know tbs make¬ 
up of th© machine which he has In 
charge. 

This qualification Is becoming so neces¬ 
sary that In a short time the driver of 
an automobile wljl probably be required 
by law in pass u etrlct examination be¬ 
fore he permitted to handle a car on 
Ih© public thoroughfares, lie will b© ex¬ 
amined to prove hi* knowledg© of the 
mechanism of a car es well as his ability 
to control It under all conditions. 

A man entering the old established 
trades gains his knowledge through years 
of service as an apprentice, but the con¬ 
ditions surrounding the automobile busi¬ 
ness aro such that an apprenticeship 
AVAtem Is Impossible- A lurge number 
of men throughout Ur* country have en¬ 
deavored to secure the necessary knowl¬ 
edge and experience by finding »*mploy- 
ment In a garag*> or repair shop. This 
method Is unsatisfactory, because the 
man who Is really expert lias neither the 
time nor tW«* Inclination to "hand out 
sny Information To spend a year or 
two passing through the various depart¬ 
ments of a factory will probably gfvs a 
man a fair knowledge of one parllgnlar 
rar, but what about the other types 
which are radical/ different In construc¬ 
tion? w - ■. 

In the olden day# when a boy took out 
his indentures and became an appren¬ 
tice he was put In touch with a man who 
wui expert at that particular trade to 
be learned and one who would devote 
much of his time Imparting his knowledge 
to the apprentice Nowadnys. when every¬ 
body and everything hi moving quickly 
and we ar© expected to turn over ten 
times tho amount of wprk that our grand¬ 
fathers did. there Is no time to stop by 
the wayside U> Instruct the "other fel¬ 
low." 

In order to train mep for the various 
trades there at the present day through¬ 
out the Tnltod States trade schools which 
Imvf been organised to taku the place 
of the older form of training To un¬ 
derstand tho why* and wherefores, the 
principles, the Ins and outs of the whole 
mechanism—that la the vital the most 
Important, thing to knoML and thinking 
men believe that the ecmKds that teach 
nutomohlHng os a profession will prove 
the solution of the problem. ,

THE WOODEN TRESTLE. 


I Engineering New*.] 

The wooden trestle has alwaye been a 
typical feature of American railway prac¬ 
tice. It has been severely criticised by 
foreign engineers, but It has undoubtedly 
served a most useful purpose. This was 
particularly the case In tho pioneer day* 
of railway construction, when in most 
parts of the country timber was exceed¬ 
ingly cheap and earthwork, by reason of 
high-priced labor, always expensive. 

There are uncbiubtodly many places still 
where the wooden trestle le a useful and 
proper adjunct to railway construction. A 
notable instance Is tho new line of the 
Chicago. Milwaukee and 6t. Paul through 
the densely wooded regions bordering the 
Pacific coast. 

Taking the country os a whole, how¬ 
ever, the rapid and permanent increase In 
the cost of timber, combined with the 
great reduction In cost of earthwork, 
have made the wooden trestle no longer 
economical. v 

It has for some time been the expecta¬ 
tion of those familiar with good practice 
on foreign railways that the time would 
come when the wooden trestle would dis¬ 
appear from American railway lines. 

This has. in fact, happened already to 
quite an extent. An enormous mileage 
on wooden trestles has been rllmlnuted 
from main line roads: and much more 
such elimination is bound to take place as 
old structures reach their limit of life. 

Admittedly, the concrete trestle elimi¬ 
nates many dlatdvantages of th© short¬ 
lived wooden structure. If properly made 
It should be permanent. It Is free, of 
course, from the danger of fire, which 
is on© of the chief objections to the 
^wooden trestle: It provide* a solid ballast 
floor, and the cost of maintenance should 
apparently be very small. 

- On tho other hand. It Is a little diffi¬ 
cult to see the object*for building the 
etructure. Wooden trestles have been 
built because they were cheap, but the 
conciete treetl* Is not cheap The fig¬ 
ures given for coat per lineal foot, for 
structures with a maximum height of 
only eighteen feet, are |20 to 140, 
Computation shows emisinkinents to be 
very much cheaper than this. They are 
cheaper even when tho structures is of 
much greater height, or even when the 
ground on which the fill Is made is very 
soft, so that th© embankment has to be 
gi\en a very broad base 
The only places where It can be claimed 
that the trestle i* superior to the em¬ 
bankment, therefore, are the locations 
whereas large waterwuy Is essential. 

Anyone familiar with European railway 
practice In tho protection of trains on via¬ 
ducts can understand how reckless much 
of our American prnrtir© must seem to 
foreign engineers, if viaducts must he 
built, is it not hotter to adopt substan¬ 
tial piers, with girders or arches between 
them, and make a structure which can 
carry a parapet guflicJetly massive to 
guard a derailed train from going over the 
©dge? _

H IS worship, John Munroo, Mayor of 
Klk City. Xtplssing district. up¬ 
per Ontario, was In New York 
the other day on buslnea* 
“Kli worship” l* worth a million dollar*, 
or thereabout*. • 

Thl* Is Interesting principally because 
of the fact that '‘hi* worship” Is none 
other than the Jack Munroe, who fought 
Jeffrie*. Sharkey, Jbhnsoh and Peter 
Maher. The awe-inspiring title he 
sport* now go©* with the office of 
Mayor of Elk CUy, a mining town that 
he founded up In the gold country. 

Funny how ihlr.gB oemo out, pay* Rob¬ 
ert Edgren. 1 knew Jack Munroe In 
>an Francisco when he came dow.i 
from the North raiding with the Bu'te 


football team. Had the pleasure of play¬ 
ing football against Jack. Later on had 
the pleasure* of seeing* him p.ay. The 
latter amusement wa* safor. at any rate. 
Munroe was a great football player. 
While tackle on th* Olympic A. C. team 
h*' became famous on the Pacific slope. 

One time Just after the football season 
Jack took It Into hi* head to try fight¬ 
ing for a while. He went Into the ama¬ 
teur championship*. It happened that 
Munroe and Jimmy Britt made their flret 
public appearance, a* amateurs. on tho 
same night. Doth won easily. I remem¬ 
ber that among the amateur* pitted 
against him the Butte minor and football 
player loomed up like a ooloseu* 

• • • 

Later on Munroe went back to copper 
mining In Idaho. He had claim* there, 
but no money. So after a while he drift¬ 
ed to Butte to make a stake. While 
working In the mines at Butte Munroo 
heard that Jeff was coming. He tralneJ 
two day* and then went on the stage to 
fight Jeff four rounds. Jeff wa* offering 
ttOO to any man who. could stay the four. 
Munroe stayed. Not only that, but he 
ured football tactic* and gave Jeffrie* 
quite a fight. Everybody about that 
time wa* looking for a man to pit 
agaJnst Jeff, who had cleaned up all toe 
heavyweights Munroe was a srnaation 
at once. A manager “grabbed" him and 
rushed him eastward. When the show 
business had petered otit Munroe fought 
Maher in Philadelphia and put him- away 
cosily. Maher Ju*t landed one hard 
knockdown wallop on Jack's chin and 
when Munroe found his feet and tor** In. 
Instead of running sway. Fe;er quickly 
wilted. Afterward Munm* stoppea ld*n- 
citck. s Buffalo giant. In Boston, and 
gave Tom Sharkey a fierce b^t ng la 
Philadelphia Matched to fight^h ffrto* 
he* traveled to the Pacific coast Jeff 
didn't like Muntoe because of the Butte 
affair. It was Just blng-hang for a round 
and a half and Munroe was counted out. 

Afterward he fought Johnson six rounds 
In Philadelphia. Johnson closed one of 
Munroc's eyes, but was very careful to 
get away from the miner's rushes. Mun¬ 
roe disappeared from New- York rather 
mysteriously a little later. 

When he reappeared he wore a f -\v 
“rocks'* that would make any Broadway 
actor Jealous. He had a general air of 
prosperity. Th* story he had to tell 
sounded like a fairy tale, but he had 
the proofs handy. 8urely Jack Munroe's 


career Is as strange as that of any of 
the old heroes ct fiction. Hero Is hi* 
own story: 

• • • 

“l have always been a minor oxcept 
during my short excursions Into the fight, 
ing game. Even then I only tried fighting 
to get money to go back to mining. I 
needed capital. 

“When the strike w r as mads at Cobalt 
1 got together all the money I could and 
rushed up there. When I arrived I found 
that all the good claims had been token. 
But I knew it wss a great country*, and 
that there must be undiscovered districts 
as rich as Cobalt ItseJl. I got a couple 
of other fellows and we struck out north- 
ward li0 Elk Lake There we started a 
t\e\v camp We didn't have even a name 
for It at first, but we struck It rich, and 
soon people heard of us. and came rush¬ 
ing along our trail. We called the camp 
Elk City Pretty soon we hod 5,000 people, 
and wv Incorporated. The boys ltk«*d me 
pretty well *ml they elected me Mayor. 
I got over two-thirds of tho votes cast, 
and now Pm called “your worship. I'm a 
magistrate and have to act In all <^rtmi- 
nul cases except when 1 am out of town.'* 

“Is It a wide-open town?** 1 asked. 

Munroe looked pained. 

“U*s & good camp." ho said. “We have 
our little amusements like any other 
ragtp. We gamble a little and have 
dance halls, hut they are Arctic cncle 
donee halls, you want to remember—not 
the tropical New York kind. Just before 
I left for this trip we had a prtae fight 
between a mints* from our camp and ono 
from the next comp, forty mlks away. 
1 want to say right now that neither 
Mj» worship, the m©vor. nor the chief of 
police nor any of the city officials trel 
to stop It It was a dandy fight. t*>o. 
and the boys from the rival camp had 
to walk home. r>!d I »e** the fight? Well, 
I guess I did. 1 refererd It.”

When asked his opinion of the probable 
fight between Jeffries and Johnson. Mun¬ 
roe wasn't exactly loquaclouy. “I fought 
both men.** he said “When I fought 
Johnson I wasn't In condition, yet I la t- 
ed the six rounds, and he never landed 
a blow that hurt Rut Jeffries' 

Wow! Jeffries surely did hit m* a few 
memorial pokes. 

“If Jeffrie* can get Into tho condition 
hr wa* in five years ago. he enn whip 
Johnson without much trouble. If he 
can’t—well, he’ll have a bard time with 


the big coon Unless Jeff is right. It’ll 
! be hard to say who'll win. 
i “Ketchel? Well. 1 don’t know anything 
about Ketchel. I never saw him fight. 
But he’ll have a hard time lb king a man 
as big as Johnson If he's only a middle* 
weight, no matter how good he Is. I’m 
going to see my old friend Jeff before t 
go back. I guess the hatchet Is buried 
by this time. I surely wish him all ths 
luck In the world when he fights the 
negro, and if I can stop picking up gold 
for a few days about that time I’m go ng 
to run out and e#f- the fight," 

“Will you ever put on the glove* again 
your>elf?*' 

••Hardly.*' ho sold, “but I may put up a 
Jack Just grunted.

O FFICIALS of tha uew motor speed¬ 
way. four miles west of Indi¬ 
anapolis, which wwb first opened 
to tha public during the receut 
balloon races. Lave announced their first 
automobile speed events for August 19. 
20 and 21. Application has Just been 
made for those dates to F. B Hower. of 
Buffalo, chairman of ths contest board 
of the American Automobile Association, 
which governs all automobile racing 
eventa That the petition will be granted 
Is regarded as a certainty. 

International cars will entered In 
the various races during the fuelling of 
three days. On the first day there will 
be a race of tto miles, for cars with pis¬ 
ton displacement from 151 to 230 cubic 
inches, the event being In the same class 
as that for the Indiana trophy at the 
Crown Point races. 

On the second day Is scheduled a 300- 
mlle race for cars with a piston displace¬ 
ment from 301 to 460 cubic Inches, this 
event being In the same class us the 
Cobe trophy contest at Crown Point. On 
the third day, Saturday, August 21. a 
359-mlle race for the Wheoler-Schebler 
trophy will be the feature. Tho piston 
displacement for cars in this event will 
be from 462 to 600 cubic Inches. In addi¬ 
tion to the long races, there will be short 
distance events by the most celebrated 
drivers In the w*orld. and automobllLsls 
nne predicting tnat records will be shat¬ 
tered. 

The new* motor speedway course, two 
and one-half miles in length, will be In 
perfect shape for the Initial racea Never 
before has there been a race for stock 
cars in which the piston displacement 
has been as large as that of the Wheoler- 
8ehcbler trophy, and the greatest racing 
machines ever assembled will face the 
starter (n that event.

will be entered In all the Indianapolis 
races.

A SPECIAL from New York says: 
Huree racing doesn’t bring the 
Joy to bookmakers It did in the 
haJryon days, before the Hughes 
law and oLher anil-gambling measures be¬ 
gan to operate here and In other sec¬ 
tions. 

In New York tliero I* butting, of course, 
but the volume la not sufficient to pay 
the bookies for remaining In business. 
They may clean up a few dollars a day. 
and some who liave wealthy patrons are 
making money, but the majority, who de¬ 
pend upon the public—upon tho plkors. 
as they termed them—are in Dutch. 

Qral bcttlqg virtually mean* no betting 
for the public. Under the old regime a 
man with IS or fio could go to the track 
and Invest In three or four |1 and 12 
tickets. With thousands of such pikers, 
the bookmakers mud© fortunes. 

The law now prohibits the exchati, of 
paper, the making of memoranda, or 
showing of money. Bookies aren’t accept¬ 
ing Jjplgh signs from those they don't 
know. Th© bets arc verbal, and this 
bars the pikers, who remain away from 
the track or content themselves with bet- 
ting with friends. 

Horse rudng is, as the result of this 
regulation returning to the condition It 
occupied before the day of tho book¬ 
makers. The owner*, the men with 
money, the big gamblers, are betting now. 
Racing is becoming the sport of tho few 
But such palrunago will not support the 
bookies, for the men are too wise to be 
very profitable. They have as good Infor¬ 
mation as the layer* of odds and do well 
at beating th© books. 

It was the man with the small roll 
and limited knowledge who paid for the 
bookmakers’ automobiles and expensive 
win©#. And h© has been put out of busi¬ 
ness. which probably was what the re¬ 
formers who went after the “sport of 
kings” desired. 

Speaking of the “sport of kings” re¬ 
calls a story told on Magistrate “Battery 
Dan’* Finn. Hla honor had before him a 
man reduced to penury through Indul¬ 
gence' of his passion for playing the 
pontes. 

“The sport of kings, eh 7** said the 
trusjue magistrate. T *Pve heard it called 
that But fve me owv» name for it Th© 
sport of suckers—that’s what I'd call It.

Kttvo between bookmakers and men of 
known wealth. These m«*n ask the Oddi 
and If they are satisfied, announce tho 
sum they propose to wager. 

The public with bank roll fiufflelont’y 
large to Interest the odds makers, ©ItW r 
d©p<>Hlt* money with the bookmaker* be¬ 
fore the races and bets from tUf roll, or 
follow* a method orlgltui|HP by tl*o 
Jockey Club lawyers, as follows: 

Each bookmaker has three assistant* 
who, to all appearances, do not know 
the bookie or each other. The bettor 
offers a certain sum and the h^'Wno***^ 
raines Ids odds, the bettor a**enta and 
u»e layer remarks. “You're «>n.“ 

Th© three arstetants are witnesses to 
the wager. One of them Joi* down a 
memorandum In cipher, another followg 
tho bettor to n eafe distance and colleats 
the sum he bets. After the 4 ace. if n« 
wins, the bettor sees the third asfcJStAixL 
w’ho pays him. 

Hut these methods are cumbersome. 
They don't give the action of the old 
betting rings, when money poured into 
the boxes in green and silver streams. Ih 
sums ranging frc m a dollar to thousands. 
Bookmakers have no stools, no awulnqs, 
no sheet*, no fat money no more 

home than a rabbit- The betting is 
done or. the lawn, nnd about forty bet 
tors Is about the number each bookie can 
handle on a rece. In the old days they 
could take tru n©y from hundred*. 

The client#!© of th# bookmakere to-day 
Is composed of the “regular*," m©n who 
follow* the horsed shrewdly and be* upon 
their Judgment or on Information derived 
from reliable source*. The piker# aren't 
there ti> contribute their lfttle bit which 
was alvavs counted to offset the los*e* 
and furnish the profit*. To add to the 
situation, the bookie* are betting against 
each other, in an effort to get back what 
they lose to the regulars.

S AN FRANCISCO. Juns 36 —"Fight¬ 
ing Dick" Hyland knocked but 
Leach Cross, of New York. In tho 
forty-first round of a scheduled 
forty-five-round battle at lha Co Una arena 
this afternoon. 

Tho fight was one of the moot sensa¬ 
tional of modern ring history and was 
characterised by the gamenraa and recu¬ 
perative powers of the New York pugilist- 
dentist. Me was floored fully fifteen min¬ 
utes during the contest, and after the 
twenty-fifth round fought practically on 
the defensive only. 

This «vas Cross* Initial battle on Cali¬ 
fornia soil and the first time he has 
fought over ten rounds. He started In as 
chipper os a lark. For the Ural ten 
rounds he was the aerne of cooinca* His 
greed clev*-r?u^s gave him tho advantage 
of the earlier rounds, und It looked for a 
time that he would outpoint and outbox 
his rugged antagonist. 

In thb twelfyi. Hyland, catching Cross 
off his guard, ahot a wicked right to the 
jaw and the Easterner took the count of 
three. From the twelfth to the twenty- 
fifth round the tide of battle ebbed end 
flowed. In the twenty-sixth Cross was 
sent to the flour. wUcro he remained for 
the count of nine. 

Round after round the gnng saved Cross 
after he had been terrlbiyv pumshod. He 
displayed gamenoas that was literally su¬ 
perhuman. la the fortieth round Cross 
took the count of pine on three separate 
occasions, the gong saving utm from de¬ 
feat. Hyland, although weakened oon- 
sidcrably from the extraordinary efforts 
on !Ua part. In the forty-iirat round put 
in a punch that sent CroJ* through the 
ropes and into the laps of the newspaper¬ 
men. Cross was pushed back into the ring 
only to be sent to the carpet once more 
for the count of nine. Hyland changed 
his tactics. Bringing his right back, he 
shot It ouj. with all the remaining 
strength at his command. The blow 
landed in the pit of Cross* stomach and 
the latter crumpled up like a leaf There 
he lay. unconscious. wh*re he was counted 
out, after which his seconds carried the 
proetrate form to the dressing-room. 

The fight was the most poorly attended 
of any battle given in this city. A heavy 
mist fell during the entire forty-one 
rounds of fighting and both fighters and 
spectators were chided through. 

Tommy McCarty knocked out Frankie 
Murphy In the fourth round In tne pre¬ 
liminary to the Hyland-Cross fight. Mc¬ 
Carthy outclassed hts man and «-ettl*d 
him with a clean right smash to t).«jaw. 
Betting at the ringside ou the Hyland- 
Cross match was at evens. Some wagers 
were muds at 10 to 9 with Cross the fa¬ 
vorite. 

Among the well-known fighters Intro¬ 
duced !r. the ring were "Young Corbett," 
Billy Papke, Johnny Frmyne and severe! 
lesser lights. The crowd yelled for Stan¬ 
ley Ketchel. but he failed to respond. 

Hyland and Cress entered the ring At 
3:55 o'clock and time was calkd ut ?:Urf 
p. in. 


ffe took the count of nine again In the 
thirty-second The gong saved him.

Opened with both men lighting viciously. 
Cross exhibition of gam»a«sx elicited 
cheer after cheer. Entlrvfj^on the de- 
fenoe, he was made a target for t rrili 
punishment at Hyland's banda. 

In the ihirty-eighth ligJand tried again 
and again to knock hlilFout, and In the 
next round knocked «*ro#s through n.a 
ropoa Into the press stand. The UitiS'

THE STRIKE MAY SPREAD.

Company’s Statement. 


President James D. Gallery, of the Pitts¬ 
burg Railway Company, at midnight, gave 
out Lite following statement: 

"We have done everything that we pos- 
albly con to satisfy the committee repre¬ 
senting the motormen and conductors.

Willson to¬ 
night and had 1dm ordering out soldier* 
right and left to prevent a lynching when 
In actual fact there was not the allghtost 
daugur of any attempt at mob violence. 
Gov. Willson Will not say who tho man 
was who Imposed upon him, but says that 
the man evidently wm* honest and was 
not trying deliberately to play a Joke on 
the Stale. Troops wero ordered out at 
Lexington and directed to go to Prank- 
fort to protect a negro who was being 
brought here fur safekeeping to escape, a 
mob ut Georgetown, and attaches of the 
Adjutant General's offico here were or¬ 
dered out the Georgetown pike to meet 
the Sheriff and his posse from George¬ 
town. which was on Its way to Frank¬ 
fort. But It was all a wild fake and there 
was no danger of any moo and no 
thought of mob violence at Georgetown.

Next the Governor dug Mayor Hume 
out of bed and had that exocutlve come 
to the city from his country home, to 
use the police in tho protection of the 
#11 here pending the arrival of the sol¬ 
diers. Mayor Itume came to Frankfort 
in a hurry, gathered the police force to¬ 
gether and went to the Jail, where he 
wuko up the Jailer and asked about the 
negro being here. The Jailer, told lum 
he had no prisoner from Georgetown and 
had heard noth In* of any mob talk 
The Mayor then nailed up Georgetown, 
where he talked with the jailer The 
Jslier at Georgetown said that the negro 
accused of the assault had been riven 
a trial this afternoon at Georgetown and 
hnd been held under bond of Tno 

Jailer said there was no feeling over the 
case, as tho people generally thought th« 
negro was not guilty. He said there was 
not the slightest danger of a mob and 
no talk of one. So the excitement died 
down, everybody went home and went to 
bed and tried to forget that thev had 
been dug out In the middle of the night. 
The Governor won't talk about It and 
nobody knows what lias corne of the com¬ 
pany of soldiers from Lexington.

Their decision was worded guardedly 
and did not in any case deal directly 
with the race problem. Their moat direct 
reference to the seniority problem was in 
the words.

This proposition read. All firemen 
when hired filial? bo placed In freight 
yards or bonding service and senior white 
firemen shall have preference of engines 
and runs." 

Tho award made the pay of negro fire¬ 
men equal to that of whites. Tho negroes 
have been receiving from about 30 to 50 
cents per day l ess than w hites.

"Tho Immigrants who land on our 
shores all flock to the larger cltW. and 
those of them who have done fanning 
In their own country are incompetent 
and nearly useless to the American 
farmer, because they don't understand 
the modern machinery used on farms In 
this country. 

"Prices of grains and vegetables, 
therefore, are bound to be high and, of 
course, with these staples selling at 
high prices the value of meats is there¬ 
by raised."

NO TREASURES YET LOCATED SYMBOLISM NOT THE SAME IN 
ON THE INTERIOR OF IT. DIFFERENT TRIBES. 


FURTHER SEARCH TO BE MADE INTERPRETATION HARD JOB. 


A spacious cave, which Is believed 
by the peopto of the neighborhood to 
have been built and u^pd by smugglers 
in the early colonial history of the 
State, exists In Anne Arundel county 
and has been only recently entered and 
thoroughly explored by Mr. George 
W. Emmerich, of West River, ami Mr. 
W. W. Dillard, of Baltimore, says a 
1 Fair haver (Md.) special to tho Balti¬ 
more Sun. These young mon aro the 
first persons to have entered the cavern 
■within the memory of tho oldest Inhab¬ 
itants of tho locality, and aro probably 
tha first who hAve Investigated Its In¬ 
terior In over a hundred years. 

The cave la located on the farm of 
Mr. James Jones about a mile from 
Falrhaven, and Its entrance, marked by 
a large old elm tree, lies at tho head of 
a small cove which makes In from the 
Chesapeake Bay some twenty-five miles 
south of Annapolis. The arched en¬ 
trance. ala feet high and four feet wide. 
Is lined with bricks exactly similar to 
those brought over from England and 
used In old St. J.iin©«* church, at Her¬ 
ring Creek, which la throe miles distant. 
Falrhaven Is an old colonial port where 
the bricks were landed for the con¬ 
struction of Bt. Anne's church, at An¬ 
napolis, AH Hallows church at D&vtd- 
aonvllle, and St. James, those being 
three qf the oldest churches In Mary¬ 
land. and It is probable that the bricks 
used In the cuv© were stolen from 
Falrhaven. 

The existence of the cave has been 
known to many persona in the neigh¬ 
borhood, but the enfram'd had. through 
the years, become filled up with earth 
until there was left only an opening 
the size of a man's head. The fact that 
the mouth was partly filled with wafer 
and gases, the rumor that there was a 
well Jiuit within, and fear of snakes, 
had deterred anyone from attempting 
to enter. A purtv of scientists from 
Washington Is said to have visited th« 
spot about two years ago. but they 
were driven out by snakes. Many 
storks and superstitions and rumors of 
ghosts of plmtea have prevailed among 
the colored population. The generul 
belief has been that the eavt* was used 
by pirates or smuggle*-*, hut no at¬ 
tempt was made to verify this theory 
until Mr- Emmerich and Mr. Billard 
determined to explore It. 

After considerable labor Messrs. Em¬ 
merich and Billard. equipped with picks 
a.ud shovels, lanterns and revolvers, 
succeeded in making an opening large 
enough to permit the entrance of their 
bodka when they were met by a hravy 
stream of water which finally subsided 
Until U was knee deep, and they found 
themselves In a long passage. The 
brick lining extended hack about four¬ 
teen feet from the entrance, and be¬ 
yond that the walls of the passage were 
found to consist of hard white clay or 
fuller's earth, so hsrd that It did mx 
require additional support. The pas- 1 
sage is fuHy 100 feet In length, apd the 
marks of tools on the walls can still 
be seen. Jf I* built on a fairly sharp 
Curve ideally nrranged for resisting an 
Intruding enemy.

Room With Arched Ceiling. 


Government scientists have been study* 
Ing the meaning ot the patterns worked 
In beculs and quill* upon Indian rnocca- 
ams and have learned sum* interesting 
things about them. It has long been 
known that nearly all native Indian deco¬ 
ration la symbolic as well as ornamental, 
but It was only lately that the moccas.n 
discovered to nave special 
significance, says lbs Washington Post. 

The Indian artist’s largest canvas was 
a hufTuio rube. In his moccasin decora¬ 
tions ho was confined to the space of a 
small piece of buckskin. Upon this the 
picture story, or the signs which stood 
for tho picture story, had to be shown .n 
quills or beads, a not very free or plastic 
medium. 

Classes of symbols had to be Invented 
for the moccasin, and the Indian decora¬ 
tor. who even ip his freest field only in¬ 
dicated the whojs t»y a part, was here re¬ 
duced to his leCit dimensions. Neverthe¬ 
less he contrived to represent upon tpe 
humble field of the foot covering his fa¬ 
vorite devices and emblems, ranging from 
tho sun, muon, clouds, man, etc., to the 
unostentatious worm. 

Each pair of moccasina tells Its o< 
story, for no two pairs, if they are of 
native Indian design, are exactly alike. 
The student finds among the moccasins 
of the Arapahoe* the dragonfly, the craw¬ 
fish, the scorpion, the worm, the cater¬ 
pillar. the centipedo and the butterfly, 
though the ordinary observer would never 
think these objects were Intended to be 
represented. 

Some of the designs puzzle even the ex¬ 
perts. Thus there aro three separate 
and distinct signs for the bear s foot, 
tanging In appearance to the uninitiated 
frum an oven to a three-pronged fork. 
And It further appears that these sym¬ 
bols of the bear s foot are found only 
among the Arapahoe*, and are all differ¬ 
ent from the emblems of the same ob¬ 
ject In use among the tribes of the north¬ 
west coast. 

Many persons have seen the painted 
geometric effect of the alternate color 
square* on a mo<t asm front, and iiave 
probably thought the design merely geo¬ 
metric; but In so doing they would be 
following a white man s trend of thought 
and not an Indian's. The pattern is de¬ 
signed to convey tho idea of a coating of 
tho buffalo's intestine or stomach. The 
moccasin sign for buffalo—that Is. the 
entire animal—among tne Arapahoes Is 
simply a ‘l Uin, solid colored rectangle 

For depicting the human eye upon h 
moccasins the Arap*th.>e had his* own 
Ideas One of his methods fur repr* 
settling the windows of the soul upon bis 
shocH was a selld colored rectangle in u 
larger open one. Still another was some¬ 
thing resembling a small flight of steps, 
am) still another was just a plain rectan¬ 
gle without any bothei at all. Sometimes, 
too. the eye is indicated by a triangle.

Pushing on through th© mud and 
water, thu explorers came at last to & 
room about twenty feet long and twelve 
feet wide, with a perfectly arched cell¬ 
ing about twelve feet high. The room, 
like the passage, had been cut Into the 
hard clay about fifty feet helow the 
■urfacc of the hill, and needed no sup¬ 
port. Much to the regret of the ad¬ 
venturer*. no pirates' gold or anything 
else wfcs found in the room, but, owing 
to th$ depth of the mud and water no 
gareful examination could be made, and 
they do not admit that there map not 
bw something buried In the floor of the 
cayprn. They did discover, however, a 
large hole filled with loose earth, the 
bottom of which they were unable to 
reach with their shovels and which In¬ 
dicated the existence of an outlet from 
the cave to the other side of the hill. 
There are no traditions of the exist¬ 
ence of another entrance to the cave 
which time has concealed, as a careful 
(search failed to reveal It. 

What lends color to the belief that 
this cave was not used by** honest men 
Is the fact of its location. The config¬ 
uration of the land shows plainly that 
the cove was formerly of much larger 
extent. The channel Is narrow and tor¬ 
tuous. and a vessel lving at anchor In 
the cove would be entirely out of sight 
of ships In the hay, while from the 
summit of the hill any craft In the bay 
could be readily seen. A more Ideal 
•not for the operations of smugglers In 
tne early days cannot be imagined. 
Tbore are no records of pirates operat¬ 
ing In the vicinity of Anne Arundel 
county, although they are said to have 
visited St. Mary's on one occasion. Mr. 
Billard and Mr. Emmerich are deter¬ 
mined to attempt to find the other pis- 
•age. if it exists, and examine the cavo 
more carefully, with a view of solving 
the mystery.

Tho triangle Is a much-used symbol. 
Two triansles Joined mean a woman, or 
It may meun a butterfly in some of tho 
Southwestern tribes. The sign used to 
Indicate man among tho Arapahoes alone 
are varied. Thus tho lord of creation 
may bo represented by a lozenge-shaped 
figure, a cross, u fantastic delineation 
such as a youthful pupil ml&ht employ to 
indicate his teacher, or even merely a 
dot. 

A triangle with the point downward 
stands for the heart with the point up¬ 
ward, It *may mean a tent, a tepee or a 
mountain. A series of triangles or 
notches may stand for clouds. A simple 
cross of straight lines may mean a star 
or tiie morning star 

A line of little squares means tracks, 
which may be buffalo tracks, degr tracks 
or what not. When the initiated one 
reads an Indian tnoccasln story tie zoaUs 
a abort hand in which the character* are 
s> uropated pictures. 

What makes the task more difficult for 
the scientists Is the fact that the abbre¬ 
viations vary among tho different tribes, 
and even In the wune tribe. As one of 
the ethnology bureau experts said; 

"We are witling to put ourselves In the 
frame of mind which we entertain when 
we visit a Chinese theater. We are per¬ 
haps able to feel when the' chief actor 
makes a sweep of his leg that he is 
after that op horseback. But we de¬ 
mand of all Chinese theaters that this 
horseback sign shall be the same, or at 
least it must aJway* be tho same in this 
one theater 

"We instinctively ask that these sym¬ 
bols, these thought condensations shown 
on Indian moccasins, shall be the same 
In all tiie tribes. Even with our experi¬ 
ence we cannot rid ourselves entirely 
of our white methods of thought." 

The Sioux (pokes one moccasin slim for 
buffalo, t elk, bear or some other simple 
object. Tiie Indian of the Northwest 
coast makes a simple wavy line to indi¬ 
cate tho shade of a foseel or of a tree, 
but a double wavy line indicates light¬ 
ning. In many tribes east of the Rocky 
Mountains the single wavy line means 
snake, which again may aymbolise wis¬ 
dom and power 

• • • 

Now Imitates the White Man. 

The original symbolism of the mocca¬ 
sin has been considerably modified In re¬ 
cent times. The Indian has abandoned 
much of his ancient symbolic art and 
has TOtloared the white man's patterns, 
flowers, crosses, rosettes, end scrolls, 
The half breed s Influence and the mis¬ 
sion school Influence extend deeply Into 
the native nrt of every tribe to-day. all 
though Miss Da Costa, tho native teach¬ 
er of Indian decorative art at Carlisle, 
Is endeavoring to revive all the ancient 
aymbollc designs. 

If your moccasin, probably bought on 
some reservation or at some collector's 
•tore, shows a flower pattern It is certain 
that they are not of analent design nn«J 
are not typical of Indian art. The In¬ 
dian woman might represent the intes¬ 
tinal tract of the buffalo, but she never 
imitated tho prairie sunflower or the wild 
rose. 

It has been an Interesting feature of 
the moccasin studies to discover If 
among the most varied nnd abbreviated 
type of Indian symbolism there are any 
signs of universal significance among 
the different tribes. There have not b^**n 
found many such sign*. ! hough there 
are some figures, or symtH)!*, which ap¬ 
pear to have a widely accepted meaning 

Perhaps your pair of old moccasins 
may show a straight, narrow line In 
quills or beads, extending from the to* 
to the upper portion. This decoration 
may be found In a Cree or Black foot or 
Cheyenne or Sioux. Ci^ or AYnpahuo 
shoe. It will not occur invariably, but 
will often appear This straight line 
seems to have about th© same signifi¬ 
cance In all the tylbes, meaning the rath 
of the nun, the path of life, the way to 
a destination. It seems also to be the 
sign of departure* of going somewhere. 

Possibly the owner of a pair of moc¬ 
casin* has noticed thereon, certain cross 
lines done In heads or quIMwork. These 
lines may mean different things, but In 


significance a* the rows of squares Indi¬ 
cating animal tracks, or the traiuiverse 
stiaight lines which mean paths Ti e 
Arapahoe* denote the bird of the sou 
upon thoir moccasins by an Invertsd pyr¬ 
amid, a figure tike a carpenter’s square, 
and a cross of which each arm Is formed 
of double lines. 

It is a notuble fact that the oxperU of 
tho Bureau of Ethnology now know more 
about moccasin signs than do tho Indians 
themselves. Indeed. It Is said that If you 
took your moceoaina back to the tribe 
which produced thorn, scarcely two 
Indians would be found to road their 
symbols alike. "Ah, It was a woman of 
another tribe, who married here, made 
them. She make them like her own 
People's." Is about all the satisfaction to 
bo expected. 

The color symbolism In moccasins ha* 
pussled the scientists not a littia. The 
arbitrary establishment of symbols seems 
never to have contemplatvd any sort of 
universal color signification. Rtd In 
many tribes denotes life, man. bravery, 
and the male child. Yellow lndlcatea the 
sun, green th© verdant earth, and while 
the arid plains. The Pawnee medic.no 
man wore black moccasins to denote wis¬ 
dom and power. 

KIT CARSON, PATHFINDER 

(Denver Republican.] 

For the dead 1809 appears to have been 
a good year to have been born In. The 
living are pretty well satisfied with hav¬ 
ing selected a later date. All year we 
have been celebrating the centenaries of 
tho birth of men who made their mark 
In the world and did much to advance 
their fellows. The centenary of Kit Car- 
son la yet to come; It will close the 
year's commemorations, falling on De¬ 
cember 24. 

Kit Careon was In his way as great 
as any of those we have been remem¬ 
bering. Like Lincoln. Darwin, Fitzgerald. 
Foe, Mendelssohn and Chopin. Carson be¬ 
came the greatest In his class by dis¬ 
charging the task which came to hla 
hand with a thoroughness and genius 
none before him had attained In doing 
the same thing. It was his mission to 
explore an unknown land and point the 
wuy for man's habitation, as It was that 
of Lincoln to open new vistas of free¬ 
dom. that of Darwin Jo put man In 
closer touch with the laws of nature, 
the others to widen the mental horizon 
with their mutlo and aongs to stir the 
soul. Carson came from the same mold 
of pathfinders and did his work as well 
as lie could. Colorado, first of that gal¬ 
axy of States cut from the empire Car- 
sou gave, would lay claim to his remains 
and lift over them a monument to his 
sendee. At present his body rests in 
a neglected comer of a little cemetery at 
Taos, New Mexico. It Is proposed to 
remove It to a park which has recently 
been presented to Trinidad and given his 
name. 

It could scarcely be claimed that one 
section of the great West holds first right 
to so honor old Kit. Taos might with 
some justice advance its own as better 
than most, and furthermore, has the 
strong claim of possession. It was there 
the scout longest made hi* home. Taos 
was a rendezvous for the trappers of the 
early days. There they gathered for the 
winter and to dispose of their pelts. It 
was there Carson figured In the most Im¬ 
portant historical event of his career. In, 
those days no lines bad been drawn; 
there was no Colorado nor New Mexico. 
Boundaries were creeks and mountain 
ranges and political divisions were either 
unknown or disregarded. So Colorado 
has neither more nor leas claim to the 
body because of the accidental drawing 
of the line separating it from Its sister 
on the south. 

The one *i>ot In all the West next 
closely Identified with Carson after Taos 
Is Fort Garland. Col. He lived there for 
several years and his children made It 
their home after him. Until recently 
Fort Oat land has stood practically un¬ 
changed from tho day* It knew K.U 
Carson Now It Is feeling growing pains i 
and beginning to catch the step of prog- | 
reaa. If the agitation for a monument 
can expand sufficiently to hum to the 
protection of some of the old adube build - 
ngs Identified with his occupancy |t will 
provide probably the most legitimate way 
n which Colorado can claim the tight to 
perpetuate his memory at one of Its own.

After waging a merry war for month* 
to havs his Idea* of a bread ordinance 
adopted. Councilman Drum gold seems In 
a fair way to succeed. The plan he ha* 
consistently advanced from th© beginning 
was practically adopted at a confercnre 
of bakers. Uoundlmen and City Hca!©r 
of Weights ami Measures, which met 
with Mayor Alexander. 

The plan, which the City Attorney was 
Instructed to incorporate into an ordi¬ 
nance, provides that the bakers may 
make any slxe loaf they plea**, but they 
must stamp the weight of the bread on 
the loaf and guarantee that weight for 
eight hours after baking. 

The bakers claim that bread. In drying, 
loses weight and some time after baking 
may be several ounces lighter than It 
was when It came from the oven But 
tho Council believes that the baker* must 
know the percentage of shrinkage nnd 
make the size of their loaves accordingly 
Thus, if a loaf is to weigh fifteen ounces 
eight hour* after baking, the loaf from 
the ovrn should weigh seventeen or tight

"loud and troublesome insects of tho 
hour/’ must be busy singing those of 
SheJian. They are merry futallftj and 
know that thefr sucking season is brief.

A Berlin society His acquired a large 
plot of lar.d on the northern outskirts 
of the city for the construction, under 
the name of Frohnau, of the first real 
garden city of the capital. The garden 
city wilt be built in 3 picturesque hilly 
part of the State forest, will have its own 
railway station and will be laid out re¬ 
gardless of coat aa regards amenities and 
ezternal adornment. 

Reports from all parts of Germany In¬ 
dicate that the garden city has taken a 
strong hold on the people.

I do think, liow- 
rver, that from the workers* standpoint 
tr,»* trade has seen its best days The 
machine has made it Impoaslhle to main¬ 
tain wage* and conditions as they were 
In the pact. As triC machine comes Into 
reneral use It will become more and more 
difficult" , 

Tne work of g!a»» blowing la one of 
the tnoM fascinating of all the skilled 
crafts Demanding more than ordinary 
strength ami ability, the glass trade de- 
veiored men who wero unique In the in¬ 
dustrial ft "Id. Their high wages gave 
then, advantages that lees fortunate 
workers were not able to enjoy; and the 
closeness of ihelr organization developed 
a clannishness akin to that of Free Ma¬ 
sonry. „ 

Now Jeraev was one of the pioneer 
Stains In the glass-making buslnesii. and 
many of the old-time blowers learned 
their trade there. All such are dubbed 
•' mder .-.csd*" in the glass houses, and 
they take It not unkindly, forming a clan 
witni'tl a clan, as It were. The increase 
in the Importance of Pittsburg as a 
manufacturing center and the ease with 
which fuel could be obtained soon made 
tho Pittsburg district an Important glass 
manufacturing center, and the Jersey 
"cinder headt*’ packed their pipes and 
blocks and followed Pittsburg itself. Mc¬ 
Keesport. Allegheny and a score more 
places in the vicinity b^ram* the Mecraa 
for the glass worker. The business spread 
along down the Ohio River, and Bellalr 
and Wheeling were added to the geog¬ 
raphy Of the trade Gas was discovered 
In^Northwestem Ohio, factories sprang up 
and another migration took place. An¬ 
other discovery of gas nnd more new fac¬ 
tories—inle time In Northern Indiana. A 
new field waa opened in Northern and 
Western Pennsylvania around Kane. 
Warren and Pubola. and the worker* 
crossed their own trail and were hack 
not far from the starting point. 

Not all the factorle® were abandoned 
with the shifting of the trade. Many re¬ 
mained and became permanent additions 
to the Industries of their territory, though 
they are on s more conservative and 
stable basis than those which came in 
over night with the discovery of a new 
supply of cheap fuel.

Floating Population. 


Many of the glassworkers are "float¬ 
ers;" perhapa It it safe to say that most 
of them are Some are "floaters" by in¬ 
stinct; other* are made so by the nature 
of the business. Findlay. O.. mhy offer 
the best Inducements this year; Duboise. 
Pa., next year, and Elwood, Ind., the 
year following. Such Impedimenta a* 
the glaas blower ha® must be r**d11v 
transportable, so he Is not likely to be a 
large real estate owner. 

As has been nald. glas* blowing de¬ 
mand* a high degree of skill and a long 
and hard apprenticeship, covering two 
or more preliminary branches, must be 
served before one is ready for the work, 
of glass blowing proper. Even then It 
takes years of practice before one can 


become a master of the craft. Thus with 
the high degree of skill necessary* in’the 
trade. It was easy for the workers to 
limit the number of apprentices, and 
thus practically control the Industry. This 
opportunity was not overlooked. 

Tw*enty years ago, or so, when Simon 
Burns and the L* A 300 centering in Pitts¬ 
burg were at the height of their power, 
the glassworker*’ unlou wa* one of the 
closest and most exclusive organisations 
In the world. It was almost a family af- 
fa‘r For a young man to learn the trade 
unless he was a son, brother or other 
relative of a glass worker was practical¬ 
ly impossible. The number of apprentices 
wa® reduced to the lowest ponslble point. 
There was almost no outside competition, 
and the union was supreme in the field. 

While the organisation probably reach¬ 
ed It* greatest power at about this time, 
the high wages of its members had been 
a byword in labor circles ever since th# 
Civil War. Many of the blower* of the 
heavier grade# of alas* made ae much as 
$40j a nwnih. and In exceptional case* 
JSOii, In the years Immediately following 
ihe war. While lhe»* were probably the 
gala days of the craft. It was not until 
the last decade that wage* began to be 
sloshed severely.

|of them Though nominally under the 
suzerainty of the Chinese Emperor, they 
have never been subjugated. Xu contrast 
with the rest of Tibet the land is generally 
fertile. Grass grow* almost everywhere 
;uid oven among the highest mountain* 
(•ora© lfl.oo freti the slopes are so go tie 
end regular that there are very few piac -s» 
where a man may not ride uo horseback. 
It Is for this reason that the Chinese have 
never been able to eubduc dbe Hal.an!. 
Havlr g ® social organ zatlun like the c.*n« 
of Scotland and being well mounted on 
horses which are a cross between the 
shaggy Mongol and the fin r Syrian ato k. 
which they ride with skill, they fight eacu 
ojcpediUon which the eftplr* sends against 
them as the Boers fought the Bdltsh 
ttoops in the Transvaal. 

Their stock-raising—sheep, horse a, 
goats and yaks—and their trade m skin* 
give them ail they want to live upon. Tne' 
ere very sober in habit and pracucaly 
live upon tea. which they drink with 
melted butter and barley meal. They win 
their arms by their forays and will ride 
several days and as far as 600 miles to 
surprise a caravan. Besides the long 
lance, each man carries a gun of somo 
kind or other, and Russian guns are b - 
coming common. The Hstfanl flt the!.- 
guns with a forked stand, such as was 
fitted to the Eighteenth century musket, 
and so are able to take good aim. They 
live In tents and wear no other cloth.ng 
than sheep skins In the rough sewn to¬ 
gether. The Chinese have been able to 
subdue them only In the lower valleys, 
where some of the tribes have built vil¬ 
lage#. 

’As for their religion and customs they 
Are peculiar to the race. They have made 
e ‘salad* of several theologies. They 
practice simultaneously Buddhism. Brah- 
tnaalam and a primitive religion not un¬ 
like that of the ancient Greeks and earl/ 
Scandinavians, worshiping the spirit® of 
the rivers, plaJns and mountains. So 
pious are they that they never drink be¬ 
fore Invoking the spirits of the four 
points of the compass or of tho moun¬ 
tains which He In such directions Their 
chief deity Is th^ Anle-Motehe. spirit of 
the highest mountain of their country, 
sod they pray to him, curiously enough, 
both for good and for evil action*. For 
them he represents strength, virtue If 
represented by Buddha."

Of <'ours* there were exceptions to this 
condition—inert who raved their money 
and bought homes, or sent their children 
to high school and college, but this was 
hardly the rule. 

“We had a good trade," says President 
Faulkner "it was exclusive nnd the 
wages wero high. The majority of the 
men dldn t look to the future *® they 
should have done It w *s easy come, 
easy go." 

Tho invention of the tank furnace waa 
one of the first step* In revolutionizing 
the glas* industry, under the old metnod 
the materials from which the fh?» was 
made were melted in separate pots, wnich 
were ehnrg^i separately, nnd were In a 
measure independent of egeh other It 
followed that the gloss might be goed 
in one pot, and eo bad In the one n^xt 
to it that It eould not be worked. ThU 
resulted in much lot# of »lnv' by the 
workme* and consequent uncertainty as 
to the output of the factory. 

The tftnk furnace did sway with nil tale. 
It Is s long inclined tank, a* its name 
Implies. heated to various degrees 
throughout Its length. The chargor j 
• batch," as It Is called. Is placed in one 
end nnd is melted, then running to the 
lower end. where It Is kept st the proper 
temperature for working. As a result, 
the workmen all have the same quality 
of glass, there is l#*s chance for the gUss 
to be bad. and the tank can he fed con- 
tlnuouelv. The Invention of this new 
style of furnace gave the business a 
much greater stability than It had ever 
had before.

The Belgian Invasion.

The Brooklyn Museum, In the Eastern 
Parkway, has Just obtained and placed 
on exhibition a great egg similar to those 
that figured largely in the fanciful his¬ 
tory of the world. Most every schoolboy 
has read of the wonderful roc, the bird 
of ancient times which could pick an 
elephant up in Its talons and carry him 
away to Its young. At least, no reader 
of ’The Arabian Nights" has failed to 
learn of this mythical bird. 

The gTeat egg Is not a roc's egg. but It 
Is one of the class of eggs which gave 
rise to the stories of the roc. The egg 
is that of the aepyonls. a 1 bird that was 
about the size cf the ostrich, but heavier, 
and which Is supposed to have lived in 
the era of early man. Its home was in 
Madagascar. It eould not fly. 

Each egg of this ancient bird la as big 
as six ostrich eggs and equal to 14$ hen’s 
eggs. The shells are so hard that the 
natives formerly used them as bowls or 
water bottles. It is supposed that the 
bird was exterminated by primeval man. 
The men (raced the birds to the sandy 
beaches, where they went to lay their 
eg ft in the sun io hatch, and secured 
the prizes for food. Naturally. In the 
course of time tho birds died off, as none 
tv. as born to take the place of the old. 

The food value of one of thene mam¬ 
moth egg* can be estimated. Jf the scien¬ 
tists are right In saying that a ben’s egg 
contains as much nutriment as a quarter 
of a pound of meat, one aepyonls egg 
should equal in food value thirty-seven 
pounds of meat—enough to feed twenty 
people for a day Supporting the theory 
that the bird lived at the time of early 
man. bones of the bird bavo been die-

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Then ram* the Invasion of the Belgian 
workmen The tank furnace made con¬ 
tinuous operation possible and tuoro help 
was demanded than the union eoutd sup¬ 
ply. The manufacturers sent for tne 
skilled glass workers of Belgium, and. 
attracted by the high wages and easy 
hours, they came In throngs The ancient 
and honorable order of gloss workers of 
America faced a problem, that of sacri¬ 
ficing their exclusiveness by taking the 
Belgians In and making them a port of 
the orgaiUeatlon. or leaving them out 
nnd meeting their competition They took 
the former course. The Belgtans were 
and are good union men nnd the officials 
hove hnd no complaint on this score Yet 
the admission of the foreign workers 
broke down the old barriers of exclusive, 
ness and marked the pawing of the gala 
days of tho glass-blowing industry 

Approximately 50 per cyt t. of window 
glass made tn United Stales ts machine 
manufactured. This applies only to the 
blowing end of the process, as no ma¬ 
chine has yet been invented which will re¬ 
place the "cutters" and "flatteners"—that 
Is. the men who convert the glass from 
the cylinder which comes from the blower 
to the fiat sheets and assorted sizes of 
the trade 

The modem glass-blowing machine can 
do the work of five men In its present 
stage of development. One man can waf'h 
and operate two machines, so one roan 
can now do the work formerly done by 
ten blowers Greater efficiency Is expected 
of the machines as they are more highly 
developed. Even now they are little more 
than nast the experimental stage. As ev¬ 
ery blower works with two assistants, the 
"gatherer" and "snapper.” It will readf y 
be seen what an inroad i® being mad:
